The longest 
interval between the tremblings was a little 
over two weeks. At this the residents of 
town who had escaped death from tum b­ 
ling buildings on the night of its destruc­ 
tion commenced rebuilding the stricken 
town. They had no more than fairly started 
before the earth began quivering and again 
they were obliged to retreat to their misera­ 
ble hut3 on 1 Refuge H ill.’ 
A CONSTANT STATE OK TERROR. 
“ W hile of late there have been some 
adobe buildings erected, there are but few 
occupied, owing to the regular recurrences 
of the shocks every- afternoon. Sometimes 
they are stronger than others. W hen the 
earth becomes hum id, either by rain or 
other atmospheric changes, the quaking is 
both sudden and severe. The people, who 
have remained in a constant state of terror, 
are in a terrible state of destitution. The 
food and clothing, which was furnished by 
the State and by private subscription, has 
been exhausted. Mid m ust come soon or a 
great loss of life will result. 


SUFFERING AND MISERY. 
“ W inter, though 
comparatively mild 
when contrasted with an Eastern one, is 
severe upon the poor, half-sheltered sur­ 
vivors. Their clothing is not suflicient to 
keep them warm. To this add the pros­ 
pects for starvation, and you will have a 
picture that is both glaring and strange in 
its rarity in the West. All who possess the 
means to enable them to leave go. Only 
those who through sickness or the lack of 
funds cannot leave stay. There are some 
150 people on 1 refuge hill,’ nearly all w ith­ 
out provisions. W hat food there is, how­ 
ever, is generously’ divided among all. 
“ The surface configuration of the coun­ 
try is'naturally changed from the appear­ 
ance it first presented after the succession 
of heavy shocks in May. The displacement 
of earth then noticeable about the table 
lands and valleys has disappeared. The 
huge caverons crevices are generally clos­ 
ing. W ater that burst out in streams is 
still flowing, and were it not for the daily’ 
quakes this section would be prosperous.

The cold weather reduced the supply of 
water so much at the Alaska Mill and Min­ 
ing Company's works that they had to start 
up their large engines to run stamps. 
It is reported that they have struck it 
very rich in one of the tunnels in the 
Treadwell mine. They have struck a large 
body of ore in the tunnel running on the 
line between the Treadwell and Heartiest 
mines, which yields $5,000 to the ton, and 
everybody in the camp is going wild over 
the strike.

W a s h in g t o n , December 9th.—The call 
for the next National Republican Conven­ 
tion has been issued by the committee to 
the Republican electors of the United 
States, fixing the Convention at Chicago, 
Ju n e 19, 1888. It reads : 
Republican electors in the several States, 
and voters—without regard to past political 
affiliations, difference or action—who be­ 
lieve in the American principle ot a pro­ 
tective tariff for the defense and develop­ 
ment of home industries, and the eleva­ 
tion of home lab o r; who would reduce 
the national taxes and prevent the accumu­ 
lation of a surplus in the Treasury, in 
harmony with this principle; who are op­ 
posed to the attempt, now more openly and 
avowed than ever before, to establish a 
policy which would strike down American 
labor to the level of the underpaid and op­ 
pressed workers in foreign lands; who favor 
naval and coast defenses which would en­ 
able the United States to conduct interna­ 
tional negotiations with self-respect; who 
gratefully cherish the defenders of the coun­ 
try; who condemn and resent the con­ 
tinued and unjust exclusion of rapidly 
growing Territories, which have indis­ 
putable 
title to 
admission 
into the 
sisterhood 
of States; 
who favor free 
schools and popular education; 
a free 
and honest ballot, and a fair co u n t; the 
protection of every citizen of the United 
States in his legal rights at home and 
abroad; a foreign policy that shall extend 
our trade and commerce to every land and 
clime, and shall properly support the dig­ 
nity of the nation, and the promolion of 
friendly and harmonious relations and in­ 
tercourse between all the States—are cor­ 
dially invited to unite under this call in 
the formation of a national ticket. 
Each State shall be entitled to four dele­ 
gates at large, and for each Representative 
at large two delegates, and each Congres­ 
sional District, each Territory, and the 
District of Columbia, to two delegates. 
The delegates at large shall be chosen by 
State Conventions called in not less than 
twenty days after published notice, aud 
not less than thirty days before the meet­ 
ing of the National Convention. Congres­ 
sional District and Territorial delegates 
shall be chosen in the same m anner as the 
nomination of members of Congress are 
made in the same district. An alternate 
far each delegate shall be elected in the 
same manner and at the same time. All 
notices of contest m ust be tiled with the 
National Committee, in writing, accom­ 
panied by a printed statement of the 
grounds, which shall be made public. 
Chairman Jones has appointed the fol­ 
lowing committee to visit Chicago and ap­ 
point a local Committee of Arrangements, 
ta take charge of the preparations for the 
Convention: J. S. Clarkson, of Iow a: A. 
L. Conger, of Ohio; G. A. Hobart, of New 
Jersey; Powell Clayton,of A rkansas; Cyrus 
I.eland, Jr., of K ansas; Church Howe, of 
Nebraska : N. W. Cuney, of Texas. Chair­ 
man Jones and Secretary Fessenden are 
members of the committee, ex-officio. The 
committee elected J. S. Clarkson Chairman, 
and a sub-committee, with full power, con­ 
sisting of Clarkson, Conger, Clayton, Jones 
and Fessenden.

years in the land of his adoption.' Mr.

gent and interesting gentleman. H e was 
delighted with California and with Sacra­ 
mento. After being introduced, he handed 
the reporter some manuscript, remarking, 
“Those are my credentials, sir.”

The document was indorsed by E. A. 
Moye, Clerk cf the Superior Court of Cox 
county, who testified to the integrity of 
Mr. Langly and the signers of the paper, 
and had the seal of the county attached. 
“How did you come to get "the California 
fever,” queried the reporter. 
“ Well, I’ll tell you, air. Times are very 
hard on poor people in North Carolina. 
We cannot get steady employment, and 
when we do wages are very poor indeed, 
and on the other hand provisions are high 
!f a man gets forty cents a day for labor he 
is doing well, and $2 50 per week for the 
best labor is called high. 
In the cotton- 
picking season this year we could only get 
thirty-five 
and forty cents a hundred. 
Every day our streets are crowded w ith 
forced idlers, and the county roads are full 
of people with their blankets on their backs 
trudging from place to place in search ot 
work. 
We heard of California. Some of 
our peof le can read, and a few California 
papers fell into their hands, and the won­ 
derful things we read of made us believe 
that this was the land of promise. 
Here 
we Could get plenty of work and good 
wages. 
How were we to get here, and how 
were we to prove tiie correctness of those 
stories was the first thing to consider. 
I 
am very well known in that portion of the 
State by the colored people, and they unan­ 
imously agreed that I should go into this 
unknown country, that I should penetrate 
this far-famed paradise and report to them 
the result of my investigations. W e were 
all poor, and how was 1 to get the money 
necessary to make the trip. I preached 
several sermons and took up collections, 
but the poverty of the people was such 
that it was impossible to ra;se the funds 
necessary in this manner. My first collec­ 
tion was sixty-three cents, my last one one 
dime, 
i made up m ind that my people 
must have a deliverance. I determinen tc 
be their Moses, and, selling my hogs and 
cattle, leaving my family w ith six m onths’ 
rations, I am here. 
“You ask how I came to bring up in 
Sacramento. 
Well, I’ll tell you. 
I took a 
map of California, and looking for the 
Capital I found it was Sacramento. 
I did 
not know a soul in this S u te; neither did 
any of my people. So I thought I would 
write to your Governor. I wrote him, and 
here is his reply : 
S acram en to, O ctober 17,1887. 
Marcus ¡singly, Com lle, Pitt Countv. Mirth Caro­ 
lina— D e s k S ir : Y ours o f I h e 4th' In stan t h as 
been received. T h e (¡overnor desires m e to saj­ 
ín reply th a t h e would be glad to w elcom e a 
large im m igration of y o u r people to C alifornia. 
P ersonally, o f course, h e h as no m eans at his 
com m and to assist you, a n d as th e L egislature is 
n o t iu session, a n d w ill n o t be u n til Jau u a ry 
1889, lie w ould have n o a u th o rity to act. 
lie 
b elieves it w ould be b e tte r for th e best interests 
o f th e State if colored la b o r could be In tro d u ced 
here, s o ils to force ou t (. h iñ ese o r coolie Libor 
b u t how to do it is th e p r o p o s i t i o n At tlie 
present w riting, no definite o r useful inform a­ 
tion could be given you. bu t th e G overnor de­ 
sires m e to say th a t he w ill la k e th e subject in to 
earn est consideration, a n d w ill w rite' to you 
again, 
Y ours, truly,

“ You notice the Governor said he would 
write me again. 
W ell, he did not, bet 
we were so well-pleased with his letter 
that we concluded to call and see him 
anyhow. 
I 
wrote him on the 1st that J 
would call on him on the 9th and yes­ 
terday I was as good as m y word. 
I 
called at the Capitol and was kindly re­ 
ceived by the Governor and his Private 
Secretary, Mr. Bornck. To find such gen­ 
tleman in such high social and political sta­ 
tions manifest so m uch interest in myself 
and my people, waean unexpected pleasure. 
The Governor will assist me, so be says, in 
making arrangements so that m y people 
can at some future tim e come to California 
and take positions as laborers now occupied 
by an objectionable class. The families 
that I represent, and those tor whom I de­ 
sire to secure situations, are first-class in 
every respect, honest, honorable and in­ 
dustrious. Those that are not are as well off 
in North Carolina as they are here, and 
will never get to California through any 
assistance of mine. 
"H o w do I like California? 
Well, 
sir, the fondest dreams of my life are real­ 
ized. The paradise that has been written 
about is a perfect Eden. 
The climate, the 
soil, the productions and the people, from 
what t can see and learn are an improve­ 
m ent on those of many other portions of 
the globe. 
The man who cannot live 
happy and contented in this country, with 
her iruits, flowers and evident prosperity, 
would not be contented in that mansion, 
the keys of the front door of which are held 
by St. Peter.” 
H e said the fare- from Charlotte, North 
Carolina, to Sacramento, is $50 25, and he 
would like to make arrangements with 
parties desiring good laborers to bring out 
a dozen or more families. They will work­ 
out the money advanced for their fare. 
1 
want to get my people, that is the good 
ones, out here. 
To be blessed on earth is 
to get a passport from North Carolina to 
California. 
Mr. Langly became very en­ 
thusiastic of 
the soil and production!-, 
when he narrated what he saw from the 
car windows in the last two hundred miles 
of his journey. 
“ 1 am told,” hesaid “that Chinese domes­ 
tics are getting from $3 to $8 per week, 
i 
would like to fill all those places with 
good intelligent boys and girls from North 
Carolina. 
We do not w ant the earth, and 
would be satisfied with the wages paid 
Chinese labor. 
We can give you as good 
cooks, waiters, cab-drivers, gardeners, field 
workers as the world can produce. 
I can 
and will vouch for their honesty and in ­ 
tegrity. From what I have learned to-day 
T can see that there are openings for many 
of my people who can fill places now 
occupied by the Chinese, and make for 
themselves from $1 to $1 50 per day, and 
others where they can get steady employ­ 
ment at from $40 to $50 per m onth and 
board. 
Really, sir, I am constrained to 
say that the California papers have not 
‘ lied ’ about their country, but on the con­ 
trary haye not told haif. 
I am here to 
stav.”

From the spirit o f your criticism , 
J am very clear that there would be noone 
more pronounced against these very pic­ 
tures than you would he, were you to find 
them circulating indiscrim inately among 
the young. 
lii this case there are one or two facts 
which i desire to present to your readers, 
and let them judge w hether 1 have made 
a m istake or not. 
In the first place, in 1884, certain pic­ 
tures which are now the subject of com­ 
plaint, were passed upon by a ju ry in the 
O yer and Term iner Court in this city, and 
\vere pronounced to be obscene. 
T h is case 
is now known as the celebrated case of 
People vs. A ugust M ueller, and is reported 
in 32 llu n , [where it was carried to the 
general term of the Suprem e Court. T he 
photographs were produced upon this ap­ 
peal before the general term, and were ex­ 
am ined hv the Judges, after w hich they 
s a y : 
“ T hey are photographs of nude females 
in a variety of attitudes and postures w hich 
the ju ry m ight very w ell aud naturally 
determ ine to lie both indecent and obscene 
in th eir character— ordin arily they would 
lie so pronounced, although they would not 
exert the same dem oralizing and sensual 
effects upon a ll persons alike. 
T h eir ju d g­ 
m ent would lx- the same, that these photo­ 
graphs and pictures would tend to promote 
vicious and sensual misconduct and prove 
injurious to the morals of the com m unity, 
especially to those whose judgm ent anti 
experience were not sufficient to control 
the impulses of th eir passion.” 
In the same case this high Court, in 
speaking of the law, declares: 
“ T h e object o f the law was to protect 
public morals, especially o f that class of 
the com m unity whose character is not so 
com pletely formed as to be proof against 
th e lewd effects of the pictures, photo­ 
graphs and publications prohibited. 
And 
where it may be violated that violation 
would in no sense he relieved by proof 
that sim ilar acts were tolerated by the 
public authorities of other States or coun­ 
tries.” 
T h e judgm ent of the lower Court was 
affirmed, and 
(lie case was carried to our 
Court of Appeals. 
T h is highest Court in 
the State, by a unanimous decision, af­ 
firmed th e judgm ent of the lower Courts, 
and in speaking of these pictures say: 
“ T h e facts that the original pictures of 
w hich the photographs were copies had 
been exhibited in the Salon in P aris was 
adm itted by the ‘ prosecution, and it was 
proved that one of them had been publicly 
exhibited in Philadelphia. 
Hut this did 
not as a m atter of law exclude a finding 
by the ju ry that the photographs were ob­ 
scene and indecent. 
It is not impossible 
certainly th at the public exhibition of in ­ 
decent pictures m ay have been perm itted 
in Paris or Philadelphia, and the fact that 
a picture had 
been 
publicly exhibited 
would not necessarily determ ine its char­ 
acter as decent or indecent.” 
Secondly— Some fifteen or tw enty other 
persons have been convicted in the Courts 
of this city since 1 s 84, for selling the same 
kind of pictures, and th eir stock has been 
seized and destroyed. 
M any of these par­ 
ties complained because this society did 
not arrest the principal men, who im port­ 
ed and furnished these pictures to the trade. 
A copy of the law had been previously 
served 141011 this firm, and an appeal made 
to them to discontinue the im portation 
and sale o f this class of pictures. 
T hat 
appeal was treated w ith derision. 
The 
importation and sale continued. 
A t last a 
quantity of these pictures were obtained 
and submitted to the E xecutive Com m it­ 
tee o f this society. 
From the E xecutive 
Com m ittee they were taken and submitted 
to the D istrict A ttorney, who is the public 
prosecutor for this county. 
Indeed, he is 
the law officer of this county in crim inal 
matters. 
A ll agreeing th at the pictures 
were both obscene and indecent, and espc- 
ia llv as some o f them were those that had 
been passed upon by the highest Courts in 
this State and adjudicated to lie obscene, it 
w ill hardly be contended that it was a 
m istake for us to mete out the same en­ 
forcement of law to the rich firm that had 
been meted out to the poor. 
I f there is 
anything more abhorrent than another in 
the adm inistration of law, it seems to me 
to be th at justice w hich discriminates, and 
allows a 111:111 who has a little money to do 
that w hich the poor man is im m ediately 
arrested and prosecuted for doing. 
In reference to art, as you have in sub­ 
stance w ell stated, there is a vast distinc­ 
tion between a work of art environed as it 
is with a halo o f beauty made up o f the 
harmony o f blended colors, tintings, shad­ 
ings and lines of beauty, with the objec­ 
tionable feature, if there be any, placed in 
the hack-ground and surrounded by this 
beautiful covering which calls for a diver­ 
sion of the attention,- and a photograph 
which strips the objectionable feature in 
the work of art o f all its beautiful sur­ 
roundings, taking that out by itself and 
em phasizing it, not before the’ art student 
o r the connoisseur, but dissem inating it in 
a public manner so as to bring it w ithin 
easy reach o f the you th o f both sexes. 
I respectfully suliciit, Messrs. Editors, 
that wild beasts in a zoological garden are 
in their proper place, and under proper re­ 
straint our hoys and girls m ay pass by 
them without being exposed 
to danger. 
T h e medical look in the book store, re­ 
stricted in its sale to the m edical student 
for the purpose o f good th at is contem­ 
plated by the author, is Li its proper and 
legitim ate plaoe. 
T he classic that com­ 
mands a very high price ami is thus con­ 
fined to the student, or literary man, and 
Iteyond the reach of the voung, is 111 its 
proper place. 
So a work of art, placed in 
an art gallery, though it be of an immoral 
t^ntloncY, ii it has any legitim ate place at 
all, it is only where’ it is confined out 
of 
the 
reach 
and 
gaze 
o f 
those 
who 
are 
open 
to 
the 
im m oral 
influences which such a picture is lik e ly to 
exert. 
And when either beasts, the m edi­ 
cal works, the classic or works o f a n break 
mose from the n s r.iint, which the law 
and public morals placed upon them, it is 
110 mistake for a man to take up the cudgel 
oí the law, drive them hack into th eir 
proper place, and prevent them from de­ 
stroying that which is of infinitc-lv more 
imjiortancc— the moral purity o f the ch il­ 
dren o f this country.

void o f judgm ent,” ridiculed aud derided 
by the public pres» of this nation, if need

A nother First D iscoverer of the Precious 
M etal in this State. 
Claim ants to the honor of h aving been 
the first discoverer of gold in California, 
says an exchange, like the heirs to the 
Bl’ytlie estate, m ultiply apace. 
T h e most 
recent aspirant to this distinction is one 
Thom as Monroe, who, according to state­ 
ments recently published in a M ontana 
paper, arrived in California overland from 
M issouri in the fall of 1845. 
H aving disposed of the goods brought 
with him, M r. Monroe, it would appear, 
determ ined to prospect for gold, Ix-ing con­ 
vinced from his experience in the lead 
mines of Illinois that this was a mineral 
country. 
In pursuance of this purpose, he 
explored the coast for 700 miles, h aving in 
the course of his travels encountered some 
o f the Jesuit Fathers, who assured him 
In ( that there actually was gold in the country. 
Before returning to M issouri, w hich he did 
the follow ing 
summer, our adventurer 
managed to obtain a quantity of gold-dust, 
w hich he took with him and exhibited 
after reaching home. 
W hether this gold- 
dust was obtained by digging or in the 
course of trade does not appear. 
I11 con­ 
firmation of the foregoing, we are further 
informed that this Thom as Monroe in re­ 
lating what he had seen w hile 111 Califor­ 
nia, described many localities and objects 
w hich were afterward identified, tending 
to verify the truthfulness o f his statements. 
Am ong other things so seen and described 
by him was Sutter’s Fort and the sawm ill, 
in the race o f which M arshall two years 
later picked up the first nugget of gold. 
T hat this gentleman from I’ike was able to 
see and describe Sutter’s sawm ill a year 
before it was built, or even commenced, 
may be accounted for on the supposition 
that he possessed the gift of prevision. 
Prem ising that there can lie 110 doubt 
aliout Thom as M onroe’s 
having visited 
C alifornia at the tim e and in the manner 
mentioned, and th at by some means he ob­ 
tained w h ile here a quantity of gold-dust, 
a b rief exam ination of his narative, or 
rather perhaps it should lie said the narra­ 
tive w hich others have framed for him, 
w ill, we think, serve to explain where that 
gold-dust came from, as w ell as the manner 
in which he probably procured it. 
E v i­ 
dently 
Monroe on reaching this coast 
turned his course toward 
the south, since 
only by going in that direction could 
he 
have met w ith any of the Jesuit Fathers. 
A fter a tim e he reaches Los Angeles, the 
journey he had made, traveling in 
the 
manner he did, having seemed to him, we 
m ay well lielieve, fully 700 miles in length. 
Here, disposing of his goods, he received 
in 
part paym ent thereof the gold-dust in 
question, the rem ainder having been paid 
in bronchos, a band of w hich he took w ith 
him on his return to Missouri. 
F or a number of years prior to 
the 
period of which we are speaking, sm all lots 
of gold-dust had been gathered in the San 
Fernando mountains, 20 m iles north of 
Los Angeles, at w hich place this gold-dust 
found a m arket. 
I f our M issourian ever 
dug any gold, it was beyond question in 
these San Fernando placers; the probabil­ 
ities being that he never collected any of 
the precious metal w ith his own hands, or 
even so much as saw the place whence it 
came. 
T h e value of gold-dust was at that 
day w ell established in Los Angeles, where 
it passed currently at 8 l(i per ounce, about 
the price of a broncho. 
C learly to our 
mind, Thom as Monroe received 
for the 
goods he sold in California part paym ent 
¡11 gold-dust and the balance in bucking 
horses. 
If the hero o f this story prospected the 
coast for 700 miles, as his chronicler re­ 
lates, lie must have done his work in a 
very hurried manner, seeing he was in the 
country only 
about a year, and this in­ 
cluded the winter months, w hen not much 
could have been accom plished in that line 
of business. 
T he prospecting he did was 
from his covered wagon as he journeyed 
through the valleys on 
his 
way south. 
T h at he heard a good deal about these 
San Fernando diggings it is natural to 
suppose, as he would be very lik ely when 
lie received this gold-dust to inquire where 
it came from, and would be just as likely 
to he told by the natives that these pla­ 
cers whence it came were rich and exten­ 
sive, such having been the account given 
o f them by the departm ent officials in their 
reports to the M exican G ovi rnment. 
( »f the many who have contested with 
Jam es IV. M arshall the honor o f having 
been the first discoverer of gold in .C ali­ 
fornia, the claim advanced in beh alf of 
Thom as Monroe seems to 
us about the 
most flimsy. 
A s to M arshall 
lias been 
awarded this honor, so is he lik e ly to con­ 
tinue in its undisturbed enjoyment, ex­ 
cept, perhaps, in so far as it ought to he 
shared in part w ith his associates John A . 
Sutter and P eter W im tner. 
A s regards 
the placers discovered and worked here at 
an earlier day, they were so unim portant 
compared 
with 
the M arshall 
find 
that 
they have by common consent been ignored 
as unworthy of mention.

T he voter who has come to claim for 
his in dividual 
conscience the supreme

and beyond the grossest abuse of his own 
city government. 
H is Common Council 
spends months in a “ dead-lock” over the 
appointment of three or four policemen, 
and “ deals” and diplom atic negotiations 
enough for the management of an em oire 
and hardly enough success for the manage­ 
ment of a k itch e n ; 
the Eire Department, 
the H ealth Department, the B uilding De­ 
partment, 
the 
D epartm ent of 
I’uLlic 
\\ orks, the Police D epartm ent and the 
Department of Education, w hich should 
be in active and harm onious co-operation, 
spend the time and eftbrt w hich should lie 
given to the city service in dealing one 
another vicious blows through th e news­ 
papers and elsewhere ; 
taxation results 
m erely in providing a livelihood for in- 
eonqietent officials and in thrusting inef­ 
ficient 
public service upon the citizens; 
and still the citizens refuse to learn the 
essential lesson that there is such a thing 
as m unicipal patriotism, and that m uni­ 
cipal politics is its only practical mode of 
expression. 
_ W hy should the politics of the city he 
tied down to the jiolit'ics of the nation or 
the State 7 
Is there any identity of inter­ 
est between the two, such as would he apt 
to secure efficient city adm inistration by a 
selection of city officers based ujion 
na­ 
tional 
party preferences 7 
E very 
one 
knowns the contrary, from practice as well 
as from theory; in a few o f our cities, the 
lesson has alread y develo{ied a strong and 
effective independent city v o te ; and yet 
take the country through, the individual 
conscience seems to be almost as inert as 
ever in this m atter. T h e man who, moved 
by conscience, takes up his own burden of 
battle against the abuses o f his own city 
government, is pretty certain of the pit’v 
o f those who know him personally and of 
the criticism of those who are strangers to 
him ; he need not exp ect that w hich he 
deserves— the cordial sym pathy o f his fel- 
low-citfzens, their consideration for his in­ 
evitable errors, and their rejoicing in his 
successes, 
llis fellow-citizens have not yet 
been educated up to that point. 
W e still 
lack that essential factor in political devel­ 
opm ent — m uificipal 
patriotism. 
T hou­ 
sands o f men h.xve been found ready and 
w illin g to die for the U nited States or 
even for the in d ivid u al State, 
W here are 
the men who would d ie for Brooklyn, or 
Chicago, or San F ran cisco? 
W here, in­ 
deed, are the men who woAld live for them?

Ju st back of modern T ula, on a rocky 
ridge a m ile long— called “ the I lill of the 
Treasure ” — may he found one o f the most 


interesting groups of ruins in all M exico. 
It overlooks both the T u la v alle y and the 
valley o f M exico, and a glorious prosjiect 
of green meadow and purple mountain. 
E very afternoon we clim b to the summit 
through thickets of nopal and “ organ ” 
cactus to w atch the gorgeous sunsets; and 
we do not wonder that those early wander­ 
ers tarried here so long in their southward 
m igration, for— regardless oi 
readv-built 
M anhem i— it is a charm ing little pocket 
of fertility hidden among the Dills. 
Few 
sculptured stones are to be found 
now 
upon 


“ t h e h i l l o k t h e t r e a s u r e ,” 


N ot much but opened cellars and massive 
walls, w ith patches of red plaster adhering 
to them , as at I’om peii. 
F arth er back, 
buried in the th ick woods, are the largest 
o f the ruins— ponderous tem ples and pal­ 
aces, split everyw here by the irrepressible 
growths of the’ tropics, flourishing lu xu ri­ 
antly in the crevices th eir roots have made. 
T here have been m any excavations here, 
and M. Charnev, the' French archaeolo­ 
gist, claim s to have unearthed some mar­ 
velous temples and palaces. 
But it must 
he remembered that em inent savant is 
gifted 
w ith a v iyid 
im agination, and 
though the outer walls of these structures 
are really m agnificent in extent, they were 
composed of rooms six leet by eight. 
Senor Crebas, the M exican arclneologist, 
in an article entitled “ Ruinas de la A n tiqua 
Tullen,” gives a list of the most noteworthy 
antiquities discovered near Tula, and lith ­ 
ographed figures of the principal sculptures, 
including the celebrated zodiac and hiero­ 
glyp h , w hich have since been set into the 
walls of the great church on the lintel of 
the m ain entrance. T here are three colos­ 
sal sculptures— perhaps of caryatides— still 
to he seen in the little plaza of T ula. Tw o 
of these are standing erect, w hile the third 
— ly in g down— is in two pieces, and shows 
th at it was form ally united by mortise and 
tenon. 
Near the office of the railroad superin­ 
tendent m ay also be seen an enormous ring 
of solid stone, lik e those found in the 
ruins of Yucatan and Central Am erica. 
Just w ithin the door of the cathedral is a 
beautifully sculptured stone, taken from 
one of 
the ancient temples, 
where it 
doubtless served some heathen rite, now 
used as a baptism al font. 
In w alking 
about the sleepy little town we frequently 
tread upon rem arkably sculptured stones, 
set into the shabby pavements, carved, 
perhaps, a thousand years ago. 
In this spot, so rich in arclueological 
wealth, man is known to have lived for 
more than thirteen hundred chronicled 
years, and how long previously none can 
tell. Tradition says that at T ula the great 
culture-hero, 


QU ETZALCOATL, T H E 
“ FE A TH E R E D SER­ 
PEN T,” 
D eveloped the civilization that raised the 
Toltecs so far alsive the level of their 
neighbors. 
On the face of a near-by cliff 
his face is sculptured, and in tlie m arket­ 
place of T ula may be seen his image, 
carved on a massive p illar unearthed from 
Tollantzingo, ancient 
Tolleu or 
T ula. 
Close by is pointed out that famous “ H ill 
o f Shouting,” whereon Quetzalcoatl, “ God 
of the A ir,” proclaim ed his mandates over 
the entire valley. 
T h e Toltecs had lived in T u la n early a 
hundred years when 
lie first appeared 
among them, w hich would make his ad­ 
vent about the year 700. 
H e was a bene- 
ficient diety, who took upon him self the 
shape of a man in order to im prove the 
condition of the people o f earth— a sort of 
T oltee Christ. 
H is nam e is constructed 
from two words Quetzal, a bird of brillian t 
plum age found in the forests o f Southern 
M exica, and coatl, a serpent, also found in 
the same latitude. 
Tradition paints him 
a sa very tall, w hite man, w ith long, full, 
blonde beard— a perfect European in com­ 
plexion and general appearance, as differ­ 
ent from the Indians among whom lie 
lived as can possibly lie imagined. 
H is stay 
m arked the Golden A ge of 
the Toltecs. 
H ere he bu ilt those famous 
palaces of silver, crystal and feathers, and 
here were the celebrated gardens in which 
cotton grew in various colors, ready dyed 
for the loom— scarlet, green, red, blue, y e l­ 
low. 
In his tim e corn grew so strong that 
a single ear was all that a man eouhl 
carry. 
G ourds were as long as a man’s 
body, pum pkins a fathom in circumference, 
and other fruits in sim ilar proportion. 
H e taught the people m any useful arts— 
how to cut that precious green stone, the 
chalchinite, how to cast metals, to reckon 
time, etc. 
Some say that he was a native of the 
East, and came from over the ocean. 
In ­ 
deed, nearly every nationality on earth 
has been claim ed for him — from Egyptian 
to Irish ! 
But 
by and 
by there 
came 
among the people 


A N EVIL-M IN D ED C.OD 
Nam ed Tezcatlipoca, who im m ediately be­ 
came very jealous of Quetzalcoatl, and de­ 
term ined to drive him from the country. 
So Tczcatiipoca appeared in the form of an 
aged man and informed the “ Feathered 
Serpent” that it wxs the w ill of the gods 
that he should be taken to T lapalla. 
A t 
first Q uetzalcoatl declined to go, hut after 
drinking a beverage which the old man 
offered him, he suddenly changed his mind 
and set out at once, followed by m any of 
his subjects. 
M any traces of this memor­ 
able journey are still pointed out. 
Near 
the city of Q uauhtitlan, in the valley of 
M exico, he felled a tree w ith stones, which 1 
to this day remain fixed in the trunk, and 
near the village of H alnepantla lie laid his 
hand iqion a rock and left an impress of it 
for all tim e to come. 
F in ally , on his way 
to the coast, he came to Cholula, where the 
great pyram id is, and the people would 
not let him go, but made him their ruler. 
H ere he remained tw enty years, though 
the Cholulans would have detained him 
much longer. 
H e did not approve of the 
sacrifice of hum an beings, w hich some of 
the tribes performed in their worship, and 
commanded that they offer to the gods 
only fruits and flowers. 
F in ally, drawn b y some irresistible im ­ 
pulse he bade adieu to his beloved C holu­ 
lans, and, taking w ith him 
four noble 
youths, he set out for the province of 
C'oatzcoalcos, 
on the G u lf o f 
M exico. 
H ere he dismissed his attendants and 
launched out upon the waters alone, and 
the youths returned to Cholula, where thev 
ruled for m any years. 
It is said that 
Q uetzalcoatl apjieared later on the coast of 
\ ueatan, and was worshiped there for 
m any years, under the name of K ukulean ; 
and to-day his im age m ay be seen, cut into 
the walls o f th e vast ruined edifices of that 
peninsula. 
M hen he left T ula and Cholula every­ 
thing changed, and even th« sweet-singing 
birds, every one, followed him to th at m y s ­ 
terious kingdom o f th e east, the land of 
Tlejiallan. 
But he prom i-ed his followers 
that he would return sometime, and bring 
back ail the prosperity th at had attended 
his first appearance. 
So for hundreds of years th e descendants 
of these people, firm ly b elievin g the legend, 
watched anxiously for the promis.Nl “second 
com ing” o f the Plum ed S erp en t; and at 
last when the Spaniards appeared— be­ 
cause they were white-skinned and cum e 
from the east— the simple-minded 


carried a w alking-stick, very gay w ith 
knots and ties of leather and feathers of 
all colo rs; in the other he bore a shield, 
witli five sm all bundles of cotton on it. 
T h ey led him to the foot of the stair­ 
case ascending to the tem ple, and there in 
a loud voice, so th at all could hear, they 
said to him : 
“ Sir, that w hich we entreat 
thee is, that thou dost go before our God, 
the Sun, and that 011 our behalf thou dost 
salute him, and that thou dost tell him 
that his sons and principal nobles who re­ 
m ain here supplicate him to remember 
them, and that from his throne he doth 
favor them , and receive this sm all present 
w hich they send him; and do thou give him 
this cane for w alking, and this shield for 
defense, and the other things that thou 
bearest in that little bundle.” 


T H E IN D IAN H EA RIN G THIS EM BASSY 
Answered what he pleased. Then they un­ 
tied him and led him very slowly up the 
great staircase toward the tem ple, m aking 
m uch delay at each step to give him fresh 
instructions. 
F in ally, arrived at the sum­ 
m it, 
th ey 
placed 
him 
upon 
the 
rock 
C uauhxicalli, 
where 
he 
was 
compelled 
to 
shout 
his 
message 
to 
the 
sun. 
Then 
four 
ministers 
of 
the 
sacrifice 
ascended

steps to the rock, removed the cane, the 
shield and the little bundle w hich the vic­ 
tim bore. 
T hey seized him by the hands 
and feet and held him fast, w hile the high 
priest came and cut the victim ’s throat, at 
the same tim e comm anding him to go w ith 
his message to the true Sun and another 
life. 
T h e blood drained into th e bowl in 
the center of the rock and ran down a 
channel cut at the side in front o f the 
cham ber wherein was kept the golden im ­ 
age of the sun, and the sculptured sun on 
the face o f the rock was drenched in blood. 
W hen blood ceased to flow the H igh 
Priest opened the captive’s breast w ith his 
knife of obsidian, or volcanic glass, and 
plucked out the sm oking heart, w hich he 
presented with high hand to the sun, hold­ 
ing it aloft till it had ceased to drip and 
became cold. 
O utlined in carving upon the sides of 
this rock is the belief of those early sav­ 
ages respecting the establishment o f sacri­ 
fices. 
It represents the astronomical strug­ 
gle between Quetzalcoatl and Tezcatlipoca, 
in w hich the former is the attacking war­ 
rior and the latter the defending gladiator. 
I nder this theory the conqueror, Tizoe ar­ 
rogated 
to 
him self 
the 
place of the 
warrior, 
and 
the 
conquered 
na­ 
tions 
that 
of 
the 
captive. 
T he fig­ 
ure of Quetzalcoatl wears the sacred mask, 
that part of the face uncovered and the 
hands and feet anointed w ith the black 
ointment of the priests and gods. 
O11 his 
head are the plumes of the quetzal, and 
numerous serpents of the coatl species are 
turned around him . 
In one hand he car­ 
ries a sword of obsidian, and in the other a 
shield w ith a star upon it.

Invention aud T uuuel-D igging. 
W ork iqwn the Mont Cenis tunnel was 
begun in 1857, about two years before De 
Lesseps commenced operations in Egypt. 
T h e w orking parties in the opposite head­ 
ings, French and Italian, m et 011 Christ- 
mas-day, 1870, about a year after the in­ 
auguration of the Suez canal. 
T h e St. 
G othard tunnel was begun after the com­ 
pletion of the M ont Cenis, in 1872; the 
headings met 
February 
20, 1880. 
T he 
length of the Mont Cenis tunnel is over 
seven and a h a lf m iles; that of the St. 
Gothard about nine and a quarter miles. 
These are the longest tunnels ever con­ 
structed. 
T h e invention, 
by 
means of 
which the progress of the work was facili­ 
tated, consists in tlie use of atmospheric 
a ir as a motor. 
By means of water-power 
air is reduced to one-sixth its ordinary 
bulk, and the expansive force thus ac­ 
quired 
performs 
the drilling. 
O wing 
to 
the 
conditions 
under 
which 
tun­ 
neling is done, this m ethod is of signal 
advantage. 
Each o f the A lp in e tunnels 
was excavated through solid rock, so that 
blasting was necessary. 
T he use of explo­ 
sives vitiated the air, w h ile the length of 
the passage and the im possibility of sink­ 
in g shafts made the ventilation question a 
vital one. 
H ad the drills been run by 
steam the presence o f steam-engines con­ 
stantly generated smoke and gas would 
have heated and vitiated the air still fur­ 
ther. 
B y the new invention the difficulty 
was met. 
T he air was compressed outside 
the tunnel and conveyed into it by pipes. 
H ere a double purpose was served: bv its 
expansion and liberation the air ran’ the 
drills and ventilated the tunnel. 
T he in­ 
vention w hich m akes this practicable is 
called the Som m eiller machine, from the 
name o f the ch ief inventor.— Stuart F .

The P ecu liar D ualities of the K ola Tree 
And Its Fruit. 
Planters in tropical clim es are recom­ 
mended to cultivate the kola tree, the nut 
of w hich seems to possess sonic marvelous 
qualities. 
If the prophecies regarding the 
beneficent services of certain preparations 
of it are realized an unspeakable boon w ill 
be conferred on m illions of the human race. 
F or m any years it lias been extensively 
used as an excellen t beverage and sacred 
symbol in the interior of Africa, but now 
its properties have every reason to be far 
more extensively 
utilized. 
T here is no 
doubt (a w riter in The Scotsman says), from 
w hat is already known, that it has the e x ­ 
traordinary property of counteracting the 
influence of alcohol, of givin g a stim ulant 
in wasting diseases, of acting as a powerful 
tonic in cases of deep-seated injuries of the 
digestive organs, of purifying foul water, 
of overcom ing the sense of fatigue, and of 
excitin g to arduous work w ith the least in­ 
ju ry to the frame. 
it appears th at the kola nuts were orig­ 
inally found in the western territories of 
A frica, and th at soldiers stationed along 
the coast were the first w hite m en who be­ 
came aware of th eir peculiar property 
T h ey found, for instance, that the cliewinj 
of these nuts prevented a drunken head­ 
ache. 
N ot only so, but some who have 
used th e nut paste as a “ pick-me-up ” as­ 
sert that, w h ile rem oving the nausea, it 
gives them quite a “ skin n ier” at the smell 
o f whisky, and removes the irritatin g de­ 
sire for a “ m orning” to keep the stomach 
hearty. 
I f the paste be m ixed w ith cocoa 
paste, w hich it resembles closely, it pro­ 
duces a much finer and 
more n utritive 
chocolate. 
It has been shown by repeated 
experim ents that the nerve energy produced 
by partaking of the chocolate made w ith 
kola paste is ten tim es greater than that 
produced by an equal quantity of ordinary 
cocoa chocolate. .So nutritious is this kola, 
that w ith a single cup of it a laborer can 
undergo a day’s work without any sense of 
weariness. 
T hough it m ay not direct)) 
feed the m uscular system, it has the prop 
erty of preventing the rapid waste of the 
tissues. 
So much have the manufacturers 
of chocolate, both 
in 
this country and 
abroad, become alive to the excellent 
properties of the new paste, that they are 
m aking arrangem ents to procure it for 
m ixin g purposes as soon as its price be­ 
comes reasonable. 
T h e B ritish Governm ent, too, has gone 
the length of m aking experim ents upon 
the paste in a pure state, so as to ascertain 
the saving w hich would be made 
in the 
transit of provisions in tim e of war, by 
givin g this beverage to the arm y. 
It is of 
great service for purifying the foul water 
which is so prevalent in hot clim ates; this 
w ill be the preventive of many diseases, 
especially to Europeans. 
It ha» also been 
found very useful ¡11 clarifyin g beer and 
spirits, acting much like the white of an 
egg, or isinglass. 
A comparison between 
the composition o f kola, tea, coffee and 
cocoa shows that the proportion of cafleine 
is higher in kola than in any o f the others, 
and 
it exceeds cocoa 111 the obromine. 
Just as w ith tea among old ladies, the kols 
m aintains the health and strength of the 
body iu an equal degree upon a sm aller 
supply of ordinary food, and arrests the 
waste, enabling the less energetic pow er 
of digestion to supply as much as is needed 
to repair th e wear and tear of the solid 
tissues. 
T h e obromine o f cocoa resembles 
the theine o f tea and the caffeine o f cocoa, 
and contains even a larger quantity of 
nitrogen. 
T h is elem ent in the kola is also 
very 
active, exercising an 
exh ilaratin g 
and soothing, linnger-stilling and waste- 
retarding effect upon the human system. 
D r. N achtigal gives some interesting in ­ 
formation about the kola nut from personal 
experience. 
He 
tried it for some time 
himself, and, in his book on the Soudan 
bears testim ony to the great power it has 
over the system. 
T h e cravin g for it be 
comes more intense than th at for either 
tobacco or a lco h o l; and he had great dif­ 
ficulty in givin g up its use. I11 some places 
the nut is so h igh ly prized that for th ed rv 
powder of the nut an equal w eight o f gold 
dust is given in 
exchange. 
K ola, 
too, 
w orks a wonderful social charm am ong the 
Soudanese. 
An interchange of w hite kola 
between two chiefs, is like the snuffbox be­ 
tween 
two 
H ighlanders— the 
m ark 
of 
friendship and peace; but red kola sent is 
indicative of defiance. "When a young ch ief 
has made up his m ind that he would like 
to m arry the princess of another tribe, he 
sends to her m other a present of w hite 
k o la ; w ith anxiety he awaits in return the 
arrival of the w hite kola, as a sym bol that 
his suit has been accepted, or th e red kola 
as a hint that his suit has been gracefully 
rejected. 
M arriage rejoicings would 
be 
postponed or stopped if it was seen that the 
white kola was wanting am ong the bride’s 
presents. 
T he negro of western 
A frica 
takes th e oath w ith intensified solem nity 
if he stretches out his hand over k- 
seeds. 
D istribution of Hie M egalith. 
N oth ing in the ancient history o f man 
is of more considerable interest than are 
those monuments, at once rudely grand and 
m ysteriously sim ple, 
w hich 
have been 
designated 
m egalitliic. 
T h ey 
m ay be 
sim ply 
raised stones, isolated 
menhirs, 
crom lechs arranged in a circle, or artificial 
caves formed by placing fiat flags horizon­ 
tally on standing supports. 
Dolm ens or 
covered passages were Usually buried under 
masses of earth or stones so as to form a 
veritable tu m u li; but they always present 
the common character of being constructed 
in rough block, virgin o f all hum an labor. 
M egaliths are im portant on account of 
their num ber and th eir dispersion. 
T h ey 
are to be found, w ith a likeness running 
through them all, in places most remote 
from one another, on different continents. 
A t Carnac and at K erm arin are immense 
rows of stones, of w hich the m enhirs of 
the lvhasias of India appear lik e exact 
copies. 
Sim ilar 
dolmens 
are standin 
in 
Palestine, 
Ireland 
and 
Hindostán. 
M egaliths can 
be found 
in 
Peru, and 
among 
the 
aboriginal 
monuments of 
North A m erica, in Spain and Denmark, in 
the Orcades and the islands of the M edi­ 
terranean, 011 the shores of the Dead Sea 
and of the Baltic, at the foot of M ount 
Sinai, and in Iceland. T h e dolmens raised 
upon the top of a tum ulus in A lgeria m ay 
be com paied w ith those standing in the 
departm ent of the A veyron or with those 
in K in tyre, Scotland, aud R oskilde in 
Scandinavia; the crom lech of M aytura, in 
Iceland, with that at H alskov, in Den­ 
mark ; the circle at Peshawur, in A fghan ­ 
istan, w ith the circle o f Stennis, in one of 
the Orcades ; the tombs of the N eilglierries 
w ith 
the chondets that are found 
in 
A frica ; 
the crom lechs o f A lgeria, witl 
those o f Aschenrade, on the Dwina, the 
trilith s of Stonehenge w ith those of T ri 
poli, or those m entioned by Palgrave as in 
A rabia. 
Even a superficial study w ill dis­ 
close the relations that exist between the 
covered passages 
of Provence and 
the 
m egaliths of B rittany, and between these 
and analogous constructions in Spain and 
A lgeria. 
A common 
thought, and 
an 
identical funeral rite, are revealed.— Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly.

M uller at Issue W ith D arw iu. 
W h ile our author declares him self to be 
an evolutionist in general, certainly in the 
science of language, he brings out as a 
prominent consequence of the truth of his 
theory of thought, the untruth o f that par­ 
ticular doctrine, commonly known as the 
D arw inian— nam ely, that man is descended 
from lower forms o f anim al life. T h is Pro­ 
fessor M uller asserts to be im possible; and 
the proof is that anim als have no language 
or any capacity to form language. 
“ If 
concepts are impossible without names, 
* 
* 
we then have a right to say th at the 
whole genus man 
[>ossesses something- 
nam ely, language, of which 110 trace can 
be found even in the most highly-devel­ 
oped anim al, and tlutf therefore a genea­ 
logical descent of man from anim al is im­ 
possible.” 
It m ay be admitted freely that 
anim als have sensations and percepts; they 
feel, they perceive, they remember, they act. 
B ut concepts they do not have. 
T h ey are 
w ithout the power of form ing general no­ 
tions. 
T h is is evidenced in tiie fact that 
th ey are w ithout language, concepts being 
impossible without names. 
Now, it 
is 
quite obvious, to the casual reader even, 
that Professor M uller has destroyed his 
own argum ent 011 this point by his previ­ 
ous jiosltions. 
F or he takes considerable 
pains to prove th at percepts are impossible 
without concepts, and sensations without 
percepts. 
H e m aintains that no percep­ 
tions occurs w ithout a generalizing m ove­ 
ment. 
“ A ll 
percepts are conceptual.” 
T h is being so, w hat becomes o f the claim 
that brutes, w ith feeling and ab ility to 
perceive, do not form concepts? 
A nd if, 
as the author reluctantly does in one place, 
we concede that perception m ay exist w ith 
only “ incipient concepts,” what should 
prevent the developm ent of the generaliz­ 
ing jiower in successive individuals to the 
degree that it is found in the highest in­ 
telligence 1— Daniel Grcenleaf Thompson in 
Popular Science Monthly for December. 


Good Indians and Dad W hites. 
M ajor Sanford also had a story to tell, 
an interesting reference to which is record­ 
ed ¡11 his report. 
lie says: 
“ J u ly 18th I 
received 
inform ation 
from 
I-ieutenaut 
W illiam s in command of N ez Perce scouts, 
that w hile in cam p on the D aley road [a 
place not far from Ladd’s canyon] he had 
been fired into by a party o f w hite men, and 
one of 
his Indians m ortally wounded. 
T h e other Indians were very incensed at 
what they considered a wanton outrage, 
and determ ined to return home.” 
T he 
parties who did this foul deed asserted 
that they saw these friendly Indians, and 
noticing their dress, th eir manner of going 
from place to place, and the subtleness of 
th eir motions, th ey came to the conclusion 
that they were Indians and belonged to 
the “ Snakes.” 
T h e scouts could never be made to be­ 
lieve hut that these rough w hite men had 
intended to murder th eir companion, who 
lived but a short tim e after he was wound­ 
ed. 
T h ey at first insisted on returning to 
their agency, hut remained a w hile longer 
from a singular circum stance. 
These Nez 
Perce scouts were Christians, the wounded 
Indian sent for his enemy, th at is, the man 
who shot him , and talked with him, took 
him by the hand, looked him in the face, 
and told him that lie forgave him , and he 
besought the other scouts to forgive him 
also. 
A fter he was dead, the scouts them ­ 
selves gave the deceased a m arked hut 
sim ple C hristian burial. T h e y had prayer, 
repeating of scripture, and solemn songs 
before they comm itted him to the earth. 
T h e w hole bearing of the wounded scout 
and of liis companions was a rem arkable 
lesson to our w hite men who were engaged 
in the conflict, and who, though nom inally 
Christian and better educated than tlie In­ 
dians, vet were far more careless in Christ­ 
ian conduct and less thoughtful of C hrist­ 
ian observance.— Major-General O. O. How­ 
ard in December Overland. 


M an's P o w er O ver N atu re. 
N othing, perhaps, so strongly character­ 
izes this century as the advance man is 
m aking in exploring, understanding and 
obtaining a m astery over Nature. 
T his 
process of mastery could scarcely proceed 
¡11 a more instructive way than by tracing 
its stages in the instances we have consid­ 
ered. 
T he A lps and the two Isthmuses 
illustrate it iu a not unfitting way. 
it is 
safe, probably, to say that the power to e x ­ 
cavate earth, to excavate and blast rock, 
is from five to ten times as great as when 
a man, w holly unknown to fame, landed 
witli a handful of his countrym en where 
the city of Port Said now stands and be­ 
gan the excavation of Suez. 
In regard to 
the present enterprise upon the Am erican 
Isthmus, if we take into account its m agni­ 
tude and the difficulties involved, it repre­ 
sents w ithout doubt the greatest efibrt in 
the line of industry and peaceful achieve­ 
ment man lias yet put forth. 
D e M olinari, 
the Belgian economist, computed that the 
stock of m achinery for the excavation rep­ 
resented the labor of h a lf a m illion men. 
Such a fact indicates how far the process 
of conquering N ature has been carried. 
T he world is watching, w ith no doubt a 
degree of skepticism , the way in which 
the rem aining work is being done; and in 
scientific circles especially an eager inter­ 
est w ill continue to be manifested in this 
great struggle ot skill and inventive ge­ 
nius against the forces and obstinacy of 
Nature. 
It m ay be protracted, but it must 
he in the end successful.— Stuart F. Weld 
in Popular Science Monthly for December. 


Storm s and Steel Ilails. 
A singular theory lias been promulgated 
in M exico concerning the alleged relation 
between the steel rails o f railw ays and the 
prevalence of storms. 
T h e northern sec­ 
tion o f the M exican Central road has been 
seriously damaged by washouts, and peo­ 
ple who observed the phenomena express 
the opinion that the waterspouts which 
burst 011 the track were attracted b y the 
rails and the telegraph wires. 
A n electric 
current, they say, runs along the track, 
which m akes a convenient 
avenue for 
storms. 
T his would appear to lie a some­ 
what fanciful conjecture, lint the engineers 
em ployed in 
building the G uadalajara 
branch of the M exican Central R ailw ay 
oflfer testim ony w hich gives it at least an 
air of plausibility. 
T h ey state th at as fast 
as the construction advances rain follows, 
and they lielieve that it is due to the large 
quantity of steel rails on fiat cars which are 
carried forward as fast as the work per­ 
mits. 
T he country, according to their re­ 
port, is drv in advance of the construction 
trains, and also behind them many m iles; 
hut in a circle a few miles in diameter, 
having its center at the point where steel 
rails are, the rain comes down in torrents. 
It appears that enough importance is at­ 
tached to these theories to induce scien­ 
tific men to make them a subject of study. 
W e do not, however, anticipate any im m e­ 
diate practical resultsof great value. W ith 
a ll the sk ill and knowledge w h ich the 
Governm ent can bring to bear, it lias not 
yet succeeded even in predicting storms 
w ith such certainty as would he d esirab le; 
and when it comes to producing or pre­ 
venting them, we shall probably have to 
w ait some tim e before the m atter assumes 
the character of an exact scieace.— Me­ 
chanical Neat. 


A Si.wrLE T e s t ok K e ro s e n e O il.— 
T ake an ordinary pint tin cup. 
F ill it 
within an inch of the top w ith 
water 
warmed to the tem perature o f 120° Eahr. 
Pour on this water three or four table­ 
spoonfuls of the oil to be tested. 
Stir the 
oil and water together and wait a short 
tim e, say a m inute or two, for the oil to 
collect on the top. 
T ry the the th er­ 
mometer again, and if the temperature is 
more than one degree from 120° Eahr. add j 
11 little cold or hot water, as the case m ay ! 
be, so as to bring the tem perature within j 
one degree of 120° F ahr. 
T hen stir again 
and give time as before for the oil to come \ 
to the top. 
Now apply a burning match ] 
or liirhted taper on a level with the top of 
the cup, say w ithin h a lf an inch of the 
oil. 
I f within one second no flash occurs, 
the oil is reasonably safe; if otherwise, it 
is unsafe. 
Purchase four or five gallons of 
oil at a time, and apply this test at each 
parchase.— Wood and Iron. 


A ddress by K lw ood Cooper Upon Their 
Culture and I k©. 
President Elwood Cooper, of Santa Bar­ 
ham, read a short essay on olive culture 
before the State Fruit-grow ers’ Convention 
last week. 
H e recommended at the out­ 
set the reading by those who desired infor­ 
m ation about olives of his essay w hich was 
read in Sacram ento in 1885. 
I le suggested 
also the reading of pam phlets hv F. Polin- 
d o rfan d A dolph Flam m ant. 
In his late 
experience in planting he had found that 
trees should be planted far apart, nearly 
th irty feet. 
H is trees were planted twenty 
feet apart, and recently every other row 
was removed. 
Trees m ight lie planted 
tw enty feet apart if desired, forsevcral crops 
m ay be gathered bcfoic removal, as some 
of the trees w ill have to he 
removed. 
M ission olives only are cultivated on Mr. 
Cooper’s place, and he admits having little 
knowledge of other varieties. 
T h e olive 
w ill 
flourish in all parts of California, 
and so far as product is concerned Mr. 
Cooper w ill defy the world to equal the oil 
produced on his place. 
T h e crop is sure 
and profitable, but trees require care and 
cultivation. 
H e recommended those con­ 
tem plating olive culture to plant different 
varieties and aw ait results. 
T he best re­ 
sult on his place was 10.56 pounds of olives 
to one bottle o f oil. 
T h e poorest result 
was a bottle of oil from 121 pounds. 
In 
response to questions Mr. Cooper explained 
regarding the drying of the olives prior to 
m aking the oil. 
T h e olives are picked 
early in Decem ber when the fruit is half 
red, h a lf green. 
Pruning is begun in the 
second year. 
It is a good plan to let all 
the sm all branches rem ain until the tree 
is five or six feet high. 
H igh pruning is 
better than low pruning for coast counties. 
M r. Cooper never heard of any olives being 
sun-burned. 
H e lia s no black scale on his 
place. 
T h e method o f lopping off perpen­ 
dicular shoots and “ inside pruning” rec­ 
ommended by French experts is unneces­ 
sary in California. 
L et the trees grow up 
straight, cutting off some of the outside 
branches, and by and by when the trees 
begin to bear the branches w ill fall over 
outward. 
Cuttings about] 14 inches long 
from j to 1! inches in diam eter, the ends 
sawed w ith a sharp saw, are generally 
planted. 
T h ey are planted in the nur­ 
sery in rows five feet apart and five or six 
inches in the rows. 
T h ey are planted 
slanting, heading north. 
N othing 011 M r. 
Cooper's place is ever irrigated. 
Cuttings 
are planted both in the nursery and in the 
field, and then the nursery cuttings are 
used to replace those that fall in the field. 
T h e olive orchard should be searched every 
M ay, usually for traces of the black scale, 
which is the one great danger to w hich 
olive orchards are subjected. 
M r. Cooper 
expends about $150 yearly in fighting this 
scale. 
T he trees require three or four 
washes yearly. 
One laborer can pick 300 
pounds of olives daily. 
Trees are picked 
clean of all fruit. 
A heavy clay subsoil is 
not good for olives. 
T he ground should he 
cultivated and warm, not wet, when cu t­ 
tings are planted. 
Cuttings do best when 
planted in M arch or A p ril.— S. F . Bulletin.

ized society only fails to produce an equally 
disastrous effect from the fact that the com­ 
pression is gradually applied as girls grow 
up, so as slow ly to change the natural 
shape of the internal organs. 
“ It would 
be quite impossible for any one, unaccus­ 
tomed from childhood to female wearing 
apparel, to 
hear 
it 
for a single day 
w ithout great discomfort.” 
He lives in 
hope th at 
a 
Commission 
composed o f 
physicians, professors, artists and cu lti­ 
vated ladies o f all countries w ill shortly 
dethrone the Paris clique of uneducated

it, when burial took place in due form, 
and the date o f his death was graven on 
the liack o f the 
monument. 
T h e shaft 
stands 011 a big m illstone, for M r. Ordway 
was a m iller, and the inscription written, 
and I believe, carved by himself, read as 
follows: “ T ho I am dead yet speaketh for 
here is rest iqioii this m illstone top 1 set 
this noble block to let the world know what 
1 have done, it has ever been my heart’s de 
sire 
to do unto you as 1 would that ye 
should do unto me, so cast the beam out of 
you r own eye and let me lie in peace; and 
sing m y redeemer’s love, come my sweet 
companion meet me here. 
D avid Ordway, 
1884.”

In the case of George E . B ates vs. the 
City Treasurer of Sacram ento, th e decision 
in w hich case wa3 Bled on th e 1st inst. by 
th e State Suprem e C ourt in bank, the 
m ajority of the Court rendered the follow ­ 
ing opinion in favor of the bondholders: 
B ates vs. Porter, Treasurer of the City of 
Sacram ento (No. 11,575).—T his is an appli­ 
cation for a w rit of m andate to com m and 
th e respondent to set apart and appropriate 
to a fund know n as the sinking fund 55 
per rent, of all m oneys received by him 
collected for water rents in the city of Sacra­ 
m ento. 
ft is urged on behalf of respondent th at 
th e T reasurer is bound to set apart th e net 
receipts of the m oneys above m entioned; 
th a t is. what rem ains of such receips after 
deducting therefrom various item s of ex­ 
pense in conducting the w ater works, in ­ 
clude p salaries of its officers and em ­ 
ploye-. 
The contention of appellant is 
th at the respondent is bound to set apart 
the gro:s receipts, w ithout deducting any­ 
thing. 
W e are of the opinion th at th e conten­ 
tion of appellant is sustained by tbe law, 
w hich we shall proceed to show. 
T he city of Sacram ento was incorporated 
by an Act passed on th e 27th o f February, 
1850. 
(See Stats. 1850, p. 70.) 
T h is A ct is 
referred to in the opinion in th e case of 
M eyer vs. Brown, 05 Gal., 583, and som e of 
the features of the organization of the city 
are there detailed. 
(Sec. 05, Cab, 584 ) 
T h is A ct was am ended as to the fifth and 
tw entieth sections at the sam e session of 
th e L egislature by an Act passed on the 
20th of M arch, 1850. (Stats. 1851, p. 391.) 
By an Act passed in 1851 (Stats. 1851, p. 
391), w hich became a law by perm ission of 
th e Governor, who neither unproved nor 
vetoed the bill, a new Act o f incorporation 
was enacted. T his A ct repealed th e for­ 
m er Acts above m entioned. (Sec. 44 of Act 
o f 1851, p. 401.) 
T he Act of 1851 was m od­ 
ified by the Act of A pril 28,1852 (see Stats. 
1852, p. 194), by am ending the seventh and 
sixteenth sections thereof. On M ay 3, 1852 
(Stats. 1852, p. I!i6;, an Act was passed 
authorizing the M ayor and Common Coun­ 
cil of the city to contract, by special ordi­ 
nance,in such m anner as they m ight choose, 
w ith any association, person or persons, to 
supply the said city w ith water, the Act 
declaring th at any contract or contracts 
so m ade and entered into shall be valid 
and binding in law .” 
The Act of 1851 
above m entioned was again am ended in 
1855 by 
the Act 
of 
."1st of 
M arch. 
(Stats, of 1855, p. (13.) 
By Section 9 of 
this Act, th e Com mon Council was em pow ­ 
ered on their first m eeting after a general 
election, or as soon thereafter as th e sam e 
could conveniently be done, to appoint in 
such m anner as th e Council m ight pre­ 
scribe the follow ing officers inter alia to 
serve during th e pleasure of tb e Council, 
to w it: 
One Superintendent 
of 
W ater­ 
w orks, and one Engineer of W ater-w orks, 
th e salary of the latter officer not to exceed 
$150 per m onth. 
By Section 4 o f this Act, 
am ending Section 30 of the Act of 1851, the 
salary of the S uperintendent of the W ater­ 
w orks was fixed at $2,000 per annum . 
(Statutes 1855, p. (It.) 
By Section 12 pro­ 
vision was m ade for th e collection o f water 
rents by tb e City Collector, w ith pow er in 
th e Com m on Council, by ordinance, to re­ 
q uire the Superintendent of the W ater­ 
w orks to collect the w ater revenue. 
(Stats. 
1855, p. 00.) 
T he powers conferred in the 
A ct of incorporation of the city on the City 
Council (see Act of 1851, Sec. 7, Stats, of 
1851. p. 393, and th e am endatory Act of 
1852. p. 195. am ending Section 7 of A ct oí 
1851), and the A ct of M ay 3, 1852, above 
stated, confer am ple power on the authori­ 
ties of the city of Sacram ento to erect and 
m aintain w ater-w orks and to charge and 
collect water rents. 
F requent references in subsequent Acts 
of the Legislature are m ade to the w ater 
works as existing and the revenue arising 
therefrom in th e shape o f w ater rents. 
These m ay be found by exam ining the 
statutes. 
On the point o f authority in the 
city authorities in th e m atter of erecting 
and m aintaining th e w orks above m en­ 
tioned and to collect w ater rents, therefore 
it is unnecessary to m ake m ore particular 
reference to these enactm ents. 
All tbe 
statutes alfecting tbe city and county of 
Sacram ento m ay be found m entioned in 
1st M ittell's General Laws, on pages 970, 
971.972. 
Early in its existence the city becam e in- 
debte 1. 
It had power to borrow m oney, 
w hich it had used for purpose n ot im ­ 
proper, and it had creditors who, as is 
usually the case, dem anded paym ent. P ro­ 
vision was m ade by the Legislature em ­ 
powering the city to fund its indebtedness, 
and to issue bonds therefor. T he legisla­ 
tion on this subject, so far as regards tbe 
case in band (tor th e action here was 
brought by a creditor and bondholder of 
the city), w ill be referred to in the further 
progress of this opinion. 
T be m ain question in this case turns 
upon the construction of tbe Act of 1858. 
(S ats. of 1858, p. 2(17.) 
T his Act, entitled ‘‘A n A ct to repeal tbe 
Act passed M arch, 26, 1851, entitled ‘ An 
Act to incorporate the city of Sacram ento,’ 
and the several A cts am endatory and su p ­ 
plem entary thereto, and to incorporate the 
city and county of Sacram ento.” 
By its first section the city and county of 
Sacram ento was consolidated, and for the 
governm ent of the territory then know n as 
the city and county of Sacram ento there 
was created a Board of Supervisors, and 
th is Board of Supervisors and th eir succes­ 
sors in office it was declared should be a 
body (Ki’.itic and corporate, u nder the nam e 
and style of “ T he City and County o f Sac­ 
ram ento.” and by t fiat nam e shall be know n 
in law. 
It was in the sam e section in ­ 
vested w ith extensive powers. 
11 was further provided in the sam e sec­ 
til ii th at " th e city and county shall not be 
sued in any action w hatever, nor any of its 
lands, buildings, im provem ents, property, 
franchises, tuxts. revenues, actions, choses 
in action and effects, be subject to attach­ 
m ent. levy or sale, or any process w hat­ 
ever, either m esne or final.” 
By th e second section of this Act, the 
corporation constituted by it was m ade the 
successor of tb e corporation by this Act 
dissolved, and heretofore know n a s ‘‘The 
M ayor and Com m on Council of the City of 
Sacram ento.” 
It was declared to be the 
ow ner of ail the property, actions, rights ot 
action, m oneys, revenues, incom e and trust 
at th at tim e vested in or belonging or in 
anyw ise appertaining to th e corporation 
know as “ The M ayor an d Com mon Council 
of th e City of Sacram ento.” 
T he Act of 1858 contains, inter alia, the 
follow ing sections : 
“ Section 12. The T reasurer of said city 
an d county shall receive and safely keep in 
a secure, fire-proof vault, to be prepared for 
th e purpose, all m oneys belonging to, or 
w hich shall be paid into, tne Treasury, and 
shall not loan, use or deposit the sam e or 
any part thereof w ith any banker or other 
person, nor pay out any part of said m on­ 
eys, except upon dem ands authorized by 
law, and after they have been duly audited 
and ordered paid. 
H e shall keep the key 
of said vault, and not suffer th e sam e to be 
opened, except in his presence. 
At the 
closing up of the sam e each day he shall 
take an account, and enter in the proper 
book th e exact am ount of m oney on hand ; 
and at the end of every m onth he shall 
m ake and publish a statem eut in one of the 
daily papers published in the city o f Sacra­ 
m ento, of ull receipts into, and paym ents 
from , the Treasury, and on w hat account. 
If he violates any of the provisions of this 
section he shall be considered a defaulter, 
and shall be deemed guilty of a m isde­ 
m eanor in office, and h e shall be liable to 
rem oval, and shall be proceeded against 
accordingly; if he loan or deposit said 
m oneys, or an y part thereof, contrary to 
the provisions of this section, or apply the 
sam e to his own use, or to the use of any 
other person, in any m anner whatsoever, 
or suffer the sam e to go out of his personal 
custody, except in paym ent of audited de­ 
m ands upon the Treasury, he shall be 
deem ed guilty of felony, and on conviction 
thereof shall suffer im prisonm ent in the 
State Prison for a period not less than three 
nor m ore than ten years. 
‘‘Section 13. The T reasurer shall keep the 
m oneys belonging to each fund separate 
an d distinct, and shall in no case pay de­ 
m ands chargeable against one fund out of 
m oneys belonging to another. 
T he said 
T reasurer shall give his personal attend­ 
ance a t his office during office h o u rs; and 
if he absent him self therefrom , except on 
account of sickness or urgent necessity, he 
shall lose his salary during his absence. 
F o r the purpose of collecting licenses he 
m ay em ploy a deputy, whose com pensa­ 
tion shall be fixed by tbe Board of Super­ 
visors, a t a rate not exceediug $5 per day 
w hen necessarily and actually employed. 
‘‘Section 16. E very dem and upon the 
T reasury, except the salary of the A uditor, 
and including the salary of th e Treasurer, 
m ust be acted on by the Board of Super­ 


visors, and allow ed or rejected in the order 
of presentation, and m ust, after having 
been approved by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors, before it can be paid, be presented to 
the A uditor of the city and county to be al­ 
lowed, who shall satisfy him self w hether 
the m oney is legally due and rem ains u n ­ 
paid, and w hether th e paym ent thereof 
from the T reasury is authorized by law, 
and out of w hat fund. 
If he allow it he 
sh all indorse upon it the word ‘allow ed,’ 
w ith the nam e of the fund out of w hich it 
is payable, with the date of such allowance, 
and sign his nam e thereto. 
No dem and 
shall be approved, allow ed, audited or 
paid, unless it specify each several item , 
date and value com posing it, and refer to 
the law, ordinance, contract, or authority, 
by title, date and section, authorizing the 
sa m e ; provided, th at in all cases dem ands 
shall be paid in th e order of their approval 
by th e Board of Supervisors. 
‘‘Section 17. 
T he A uditor m ust n u m ­ 
ber arid keep a record of all dem ands al­ 
lowed by him , show ing the num ber, date, 
date of approval, am ount, and nam e of 
th e original bolder, on w hat account al­ 
low ed and out of w hat fund payable. 
The 
dem and of the A uditor, on account of his 
nirm thly salary, m ay be 
audited 
ami 
allow ed by the Board of Supervisors. 
The 
A uditor is required to be constantly ac­ 
quainted w ith the exact condition of the 
Treasury and every law ful dem and upon it, 
an d shall report to the President of the 
B oard of Supervisors on the M onday of 
each week or oftener, if required, the con­ 
dition of each fund in the Treasury. 
H e 
shall keep a com plete set of -books for the 
city and county, in w hich shall be set 
forth, in a plain and business-like m anner, 
every m oney transaction of the city and 
county, so th at he can, at any tim e when 
requested, tell the state of each an I every 
fund, w here the m oney cam e from, to 
w hat fund it belonged and how and for 
w hat purpose it was expended ; and, also, 
the collections m ade and the m oney paid 
inio th e Treasury by each ami every officer, 
lie sh all is;ue all licenses and perm its, ex­ 
cept as otherw ise provided in this Act, and 
countersign ali w arrants on the treasury. 
A nd until the general election, in the year 
1S59, he shall receive for his com pensation 
at th e rate of $3,000 per annum , payable 
from the salary fund, as provided in Sec­ 
tion 36 of this Act. 
‘‘Section 18. No dem and upon the T reas­ 
ury shall be allowed by the A uditor, or ap­ 
proved by th e Board of Supervisors, in 
favor of any person or officer in any m an ­ 
ner indebted thereto, w ithout first deduct­ 
ing th e am ount of such indebtedness, nor 
to any person or officer having the collec­ 
tion. custody or disbursem ent of public 
funds, unless his account has been duly 
presented, passed, approved and allowed, 
as required in this A ct: nor in favor of 
any officer w ho shall have neglected to 
m ake his official returns, or his reports, in 
w riting, in the m anner and at the tim e re­ 
quired by law, or by th e regulations estab­ 
lished by the Board of Supervisors; nor 
to any officer w ho shall have neglected or 
refused to com ply w ith any of the provis­ 
ions o f this or any other Act of th e Legis­ 
lature regulating tiie duties of such officer, 
on being required in w riting to com ply 
therew ith, by the President o f the Board 
ot Supervisors, or the Supervisor of liis re­ 
spective district. 
“ Section 28. Every officer, c r other per­ 
son, having the control, collection or cus­ 
tody of any m oney collected for taxes, 
licenses, w ater rents, fees of office, or for 
any other account not otherw ise herein 
provided, shall pay the sam e into the Treas­ 
ury on the Saturday ot each w e ek ; and 
shall on the sam e day file th e Treasurer's 
receipt with the A uditor; and shall at the 
sam e tim e file w ith the A uditor a state­ 
m eut. under oath, of the sources from 
w hence the m oney came, and th at the 
m oney so paid over is the total am ount col­ 
lected since liis last p a y m en t: and such 
statem ent shall also be filed in duplicate 
w ith the Clerk ot the Board of Supervisors. 
It the C ounty Clerk, Recorder, Sheriff', 
Clerk of W ater W orks, H arbor Master, or 
any other officer or person having the con­ 
trol or custody of any m oney collected for. 
or belonging to, the State, or city and 
county, or any m oney collected for fees 
w hich this Act provides shall be paid into 
the Treasury, shall fail or neglect to pay 
over the fees or m oneys collected by him . 
as required by the preceding section, or 
shall tail to m ake his affidavit, lie shall 
forfeit his office; and it shall be the duty of 
the A uditor to inform the President of the 
Board of Supervisors, in w riting, of such 
failure; and at the next m eeting of said 
Board, after the said President shall re­ 
ceive such inform ation, the said Board 
shall enter an order requiring such officer 
to show cause, on a certain day. w hy such 
office should not be declared v a c a n t; and, 
upon th e return day o f such order, or at 
such tim e as the m atter m ay be adjourned 
to, they shall proceed to hear and de­ 
term ine the m atter: and, if such officer 
shall be found guilty of such failure, his 
office shall be declared vacant. 
‘‘Section 34. T he Board of Supervisors 
shall not have pow er to levy any greater 
taxes than as follows, viz : 
On the real 
and personal estate, except such as is ex­ 
em pt by law, throughout th e city and 
county, a tax of 100 cents on the $100; 
such State taxes as the laws may require, 
and, in addition thereto, they shall levy, 
for m unicipal purposes, on all real and 
personal property w ithin the city lim its, 
except such as are exem pt by law" a tax of 
100 cents on the $100 ; also." a tax for road 
purposes, of 5 cents on the $100 on the 
property outside the city lim its. 
All of 
w hich taxes shall be levied and collected 
strictly in 
accordance with the revenue 
law s of the State, except as m ay be other­ 
wise provided in this A ct; provided, th at 
nothing contained in this section shall pre­ 
vent the Board of Supervisors from levy­ 
ing, in addition, a tax in accordance w ith 
an Act passed February, 1858, entitled an 
Act to am end an Act passed April 27, 1857, 
entitled an Act to subm it to the people of 
th e counties of Sacram ento and El Dorado, 
a proposition for the construction of a 
wagon road. 
“Section 35. The revenue derived from 
and w ithin the city lim its for m unicipal 
purposes, viz., taxes, licenses, harbor dues, 
w ater rents and fines collected in the 
M ayor's Court, or otherw ise, w hen paid 
into the Treasury, shall be sot apart and 
appropriated as follows: 
Fifty-live per 
cent, to an interest and sinking fund, which 
shall be applied for the p aym ent of the an­ 
nual interest and the final redem ption of 
bonds issued for city indebtedness, in ac­ 
cordance w ith the provisions of this Act; 
15 per cent, to a salary fund, which shall 
be applied to the paym ent of the salaries 
of m unicipal officers as provided in this 
Act; 8 per cent, to a school fund, w hich 
shall be applied to th e support of schools 
w ithin the city lim its: and the balance, 22 
per cent., to a "fund to be used for all such 
necessary m unicipal expences as are not 
otherw ise provided for in this section, and 
shall be called the contingent fund. 
“Section 36. T he revenue collected or ac­ 
cruing prior to the 1st day of January, 
1859, throughout the city and county, ex­ 
cept such as m ay be collected for m unici­ 
pal purposes w ithin the city lim its, is 
hereliv set apart and appropriated as fol­ 
lows, viz.: 
Twelve per cent, to a school 
fund, to be used for school purposes as pro­ 
vided by law; 8 per cent, to the pauper and 
indigent sick fund; 18 per cent." to the 
salary fund; 42 per cent, to tin contingent 
fund, and the balance to a general lund, 
w hich shall be applied to the paym ent 
of 
th e 
outstanding 
A uditor's 
w ar­ 
rants law fully draw n on the Treasury, 
and 
payable 
in 
the 
order 
of 
their 
registry: and the revenue accruing and 
collected for the county after the 1st day of 
Jan u ary , 1859, when paid into the Treasury, 
25 per cent, shall go to the interest and 
sinking fund; 10 percent, to the school fund; 
8 per cent, to the pauper and indigent sick 
fund ; 25 per cent, to the salary fund, and 
the balance, 32 per cent., to thegeneral fund, 
all o f w hich shall be exclusively applied to 
the several purposes for which such funds 
were set a p a rt; and it, at the close of any 
fiscal year, there shall rem ain a surplus in 
either of the funds m entioned in Section 
35, such surplus m oneys shall be transferred 
to th e interest and sinking fund provided 
in such Section 35; and if a surplus shall 
be found at the end of any fiscal year in 
either fund m entioned in Section 36, such 
surplus shall be transferred to the interest 
and sinking fund m entioned in said Section 
36, an d any transfer of any snm or surplus 
from one of the funds m entioned in Section 
35 and Section 36 to another fund m ade at 
any other tim e, or in any other m anner 
th an as provided in this Act. is hereby 
strictly prohibited, and any- violation of 
such "provision, on the part of any officer, 
shall constitute a m isdem eanor, punishable 
by tine of not less th an $500, or im prison­ 
m ent in the C ounty Jail not less th an three 
m onths. A ll m oney now in the Treasury 
shall be appropriated as provided in this 
section. 
“ Section 37. F or the purpose of liquidat­ 
ing, funding and paving the claim s against 
th e city and county of Sacram ento herein- 
_ alter specified, the Treasurer shall cause to 
> be prepared suitable bonds of tbe county 
of Sacram ento, not exceeding tbe sum of 
$600,000 and for the city of Sacram ento not 
exceeding the sum of $1,600,000, bearing 
interest at th e rate of 6 per cent, per an ­ 
num from tbe 1st dhy of January, 1859, and 
payable at tb e office of tb e Treasurer. Said 
claim s shall be funded in the order of their 
reception ; shall, in the order of reception, 
be entitled to the shortest tim e ; and cne- 
fourth of the whole am ount m ade payable 


on th e 1st day of February, 1888; one-1 vs. T he Supervisors of N iagara (20 H ill, 
fourth on th e 1st of F ebruary, 1893; o n e -| 23), said : 
fourth on tbe 1st o f F ebruary, 1898, 
a n d 1 
“ It is undoubtedly true that ‘ p ro fits'an d 
the balance on the 1st of February, 1903. j ‘ in co m e 'are som etim es used as synonvm - 
T he interest on said bonds shall be m ade I ous term s, but, strictly speaking, ‘ incom e' 
payable a t tne office of the Treasurer, on 
m eans that w hich comes in, or is received 
the 1st day of Jan u ary o f each year. 
Said 
bonds shall be signed by the President of 
the Board of Supervisors, countersigned by 
the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, and 
indorsed by the Treasurer, and shall have 
th e seal of the city and county affixed 
thereto. 
Coupons for the interest shall be 
attached to each bond, so th at they m ay be 
rem oved w ithout in ju ry to the bond ; said 
coupons, consecutively num bered, shall be 
signed by tbe Treasurer. 
It shall be the 
d uty of the bookkeeper of th e city and 
county, and the Treasurer, each, to keep a 
separate record of all bonds issued, show ­ 
ing the num ber, date, and am ount o f each 
bond, to w hom issued, upon w bat claim , 
and its a m o u n t; and none of the claim s 
herein specified shall be liquidated o r paid, 
except in the m anner herein provided. 
“ Section 38. T he follow ing claim s shall 
be received and funded under the provi­ 
sions of this A c t: 
F irst—All legal debts 
or liabilities against the county of Sacra­ 
m ento, w hich m ay be unpaid "and unpro­ 
vided for by this Act on the first day of 
January, 1859. 
T he annual interest and 
principal of all bonds issued for claim s 
m entioned in this section shall be paid 
from the interest and sinking fund, as pro­ 
vided in Section 36, and in the m anner 
otherw ise provided in this Act. 
S e c o n d - 
A ll legal debts or liabilities against the city 
of Sacram ento, w hich m ay be unpaid and 
unprovided for by this Act on the first day 
o f Jan u ary , 1859. 
T he annual interest and 
principal ot all bonds issued for claim s 
against said city shail be paid from tbe in ­ 
terest and sinking fun.l provided in Section 
35, and in the m anner otherw ise provided 
in this Act.” 
By Section 24 the salaries of certain of­ 
ficers are fixed, and it was declared th at 
these salaries shall be paid out of the salary 
fund provided in the Act. (See Secs. 35, 36, 
Stats. 1858, p. 279.) 
T he salaries o f the President, m em bers 
and clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
County A uditor and Treasurer, were to be 
paid one-half out of the salary lund pro­ 
vided for in Section 35, and one-half out of 
the fund in Section 36 of the Act, and the 
salaries of the Sheriff', C ountv Clerk, Asses­ 
sor, D istrict A ttorney, C ounty Judge and 
Superintendent oi Public Schools, were to 
be paid out of th e salary fund provided for 
in Section 36. 
By the last clause of Section 24 it was 
provided th at “ all m unicipal officers shall 
be paid out of the salary fuud provided for 
in Section 35 of this A ct.” 
A m ong the officers m entioned in Section 
24 are clerk and engineer o f the water 
works. 
Laborer a t w ater w orks is also 
m entioned. T he salary of the clerk is fixed 
at $1,500 per annum , of the engineer at the 
sam e sum , and the pay of the laborer at 
$75 per m onth. T he B oard of Supervisors 
is by Section 7 of the A ct em pow ered to 
elect a clerk and engineer of w ater works. 
These are of th e m unicipal officers w ho are 
to be paid out of the salary fund provided 
in Section 35. 
The laborer of the water 
w orks is doubtless to be paid out of the 
sam e fund. 
It will be seen that all m oneys collected 
by any officer who has the control, collec­ 
tion or custody of any m oney collected for 
taxes, licenses, w ater rates, fees of office, or 
any other account not otherw ise provided 
in the Act, are required to be paid into the 
Treasury on the Saturday of each week 
(Section 28.) 
T his duty is enforced under 
the heaviest penalties, w hich are prescribed 
by Section 28. 
It m ust be futher observed th at the reve­ 
nues of the city and county are set apart 
and appropriated to certain funds therein 
m entioned. 
By Section 35 the revenue de­ 
rived from and w ithin the city lim its for 
m unicipal purposes is to be set apart and 
appropriated as follow s: 
F irst—Fifty-five per cent, to an interest 
and sinking fund. 
Second—Fifteen per cent, to a salary 
fund. 
T hird—E ight per cent, to a school fund. 
F o u rth —Tw enty-tw o per cent, to a con­ 
tingent fund. 
A perusal of Section 36 will show the 
funds created by this Act, and the distribu­ 
tion to be m ade between them . 
B ut let it 
be noted th at of the sinking and interest 
fund of Section 35 (55 per cent, of the reve­ 
nue m entioned therein), it is enacted in 
these words, “ w hich shall be applied to 
the paym ent of the annual interest of and 
final redem ption of bonds issued for city 
indebtedness, in accordance w ith the pro­ 
visions of this Act.” 
(Sec. 35.) 
T he m ost cursory perusal of Sections 35 
and 36 will show tha< the funds therein 
m entioned were to be devoted strictly and 
exclusively to the paym ent of the dem ands 
on them as defined by the Act. 
T he revenue m entioned in Section 35, 
derived from and w ithin the city lim its for 
m unicipal purposes, is clearly defined by 
Section 35 as follows : 
“ Taxes, licenses, 
harbor dues, w ater rents and fines collected 
in tbe M ayor’s Court, or otherw ise,” and 
“ w hen paid into the T reasury ” they shall 
be set apart and appropriated to the several 
funds as set forth above. 
It should be further noted th at the an ­ 
nual interest and principal of all bonds is­ 
sued for claim s against the city of Sacra­ 
m ento are by Section 38 to be paid irom 
the interest and sinking fund, provided in 
Section 35 of the Act. 
By th is m eans, the 
interest and sinking fund thus created is 
exclusively devoted to the paym ent of the 
interest and principal of the bonds m en­ 
tioned. 
T he plaintiff in this action is the holder 
of such bonds issued under the Act of 1858. 
T he A ct of 1858 was before this Court in 
M eyer vs. Brown, 65 Cab, 583, and it was 
there held to be a contract between tbe 
bondholders and the city of Sacram ento 
w hich could not be changed to the h u rt of 
th e bondholders by subsequent legislation 
of any sort. 
The Court, in its opinion, 
draw’n up by Justice Boss, after quoting 
several sections of the Act, am ong others 
Section 35 aud referring to others, said ■ 
“ H aving thus m ade provision for the 
paym ent annually of the interest on the 
bonds, and ultim ately for their redem ption, 
th e Legislature offered them in paym ent of 
the legal claim s against the ohl City Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The offer was accepted, and the 
holders of the latter surrendered their 
claims, in consideration of which the con­ 
solidated governm ent issued to them its 
bonds, p u rsuant to th e provisions of the 
Act. 
T he bonds carried w ith them the 
pledge of an annual tax for m unicipal p u r­ 
poses, on all real and personal property 
w ithin the city lim its, except such as is ex­ 
em pt by law, o f 100 cents on the $100, 55 
per cent, of w hich to be set apart and ap­ 
propriated to an interest and sinking fund 
to be applied to the paym ent of the annual 
interest upon the bonds, and to their final 
redem ption. 
T he tax was tlie chief secu­ 
rity offered tlie creditors as an inducem ent 
to accept the bonds in paym ent of their 
claim s. 
W hen th e bonds for whose pay­ 
m ent, w ith interest, provision was thus 
made, were issued and accepted by the 
creditors of the old City G overnm ent, a 
contract was m ade as solem n and binding 
and as m uch beyond subsequent legislation 
as it w ould liave been if m ade between pri­ 
vate persons. 
These views will be found 
sustained and am plified in an able opinion 
recently rendered by the Suprem e Court of 
the U nited States, in th e case of Louisiana 
vs. 1’ilsbury, reported in 105 U. S., p. 278.” 
T his should be regarded as settling the 
law on this point. 
Regarding it, then, as settled to be a con­ 
tract between the city and the bondholders, 
the question arises as to the term s of this 
contract. 
The point, then, to be consid­ 
ered is w hether this contract extends to 
and embraces w ithin its term s the gross re­ 
ceipts from water rents, or does it only in ­ 
clude tbe net recipts after deducting sala­ 
ries, expenses, etc.? T bis m ust be deter­ 
m ined by the language of the Act. 
T he part of the Act to w hich our atten­ 
tion is particularly called is the first clause 
of Section 35. T hat clause is as follows : 
“T he revenue derived from and w ithin 
the city lim its for m unicipal purposes, viz : 
Taxes, licenses, harbor dues, water rents 
and fines collected in the M ayor's Court, 
or otherw ise, w hen paid into th e Treasury, 
shlal be set apart and appropriated as fol­ 
lows,” etc. 
T he section then proceeds to 
designate the funds, as stated above. 
N o w .it is said the w ord “ revenue” is 
defined by W orcester to m ea n : “ (1) In ­ 
come or annual profit received from lands 
or other p r o p e r t y and “ (2) T he incom e 
of a nation or State derived from the duties, 
taxes and other sources for the paym ent of 
the national expenses ;’’ and we are referred 
to th e definitions given by Bouvier and 
B nrrill. 
W ebster gives several definitions, 
as follow s: “ (1) T hat w hich returns, or 
comes back, from an^investm ent, the a n ­ 
n u al rents, profits, interest, or issues, of any 
species of property, real 
or 
personal. 
Hence, return, rew ard, as a rich revenue of 
praise. 
(3) T he annual product of taxes 
excise, custom s, duties, rents, etc., w hich 
a nation or State collects and receives into 
the Treasury for public use.” 
According to the last definition given by 
W ebster, th e annual produce of taxes, ex­ 
cise. customs, duties, rents collected and re­ 
ceived into the T reasury for public use, is 
revenue. 
T hen w hatever of taxes is re­ 
ceive! into the T reasury is revenue, and 
this accords w ith the contention ot appel­ 
lan t here. 
B ronson, J., in explaining the word 
“ incom e,” used in a statute in T he People 


from any business or investm ent of capi­ 
tal, w ithout reference to the outgoing ex­ 
penditures ; w hile ‘ profits’ generally m ean 
tlie gain w hich is m ade upon any business 
or investm ent when both receipts and pay­ 
m ents are taken into the account. ‘Incom e,’ 
when applied to the affairs of individuals, 
expresses the sam e idea th at revenue does 
when applied to the affairs of a State or 
nation; and no one w ould th iu k o f denying 
th at our G overnm ent has any revenue be­ 
cause the expenditures for a given period 
m ay exceed the am ount of receipts.” 
T he word “ revenue” is used in m any 
senses. 
It is like thousands of words in 
our language—am biguous in m eaning, the 
significance of which can only properly be 
determ ined by tbe words w ith w hich it is 
connected. Let it be conceded that th e usual 
and ordinary m eaning of the w ord w hen 
used alonéis net incom e,that w hich rem ains 
of the annual incom e of property after de­ 
ducting from gross receipts the expenses 
incurred in producing the gross in co m e; 
still we m ust resort to the context to find 
the sense in wtiieh it is used in the w riting 
presented for interpretation. 
If tne con­ 
text indicates a m eaniug different from its 
ordinary and popular signification, we 
m ust adopt the m i aniug so indicated ; that 
is, indicated by the words of the statute or 
instrum ent in w hich it is used. 
A nd here the context clearlv denotes its 
m eaning. 
It is the revenue derived from 
w ater rents, collected and paid into the 
T reasury, w hich is spoken of. 
It is so said 
in the thirty-fifth section. 
By Section 28 
all w ater rents are to be paid into the 
Treasury. 
N one can be held back. 
The 
collecting officer w ho fails to pay in all 
th e w ater rents, forfeits his office. This 
officer m ust pay into the T reasury all such 
m oneys on Saturday o f each week, and 
m ust on the sam e day fiie the Treasurer’s 
receipt for such paym ent w ith the A uditor, 
and shall at the sam e tim e file w ith the 
A uditor a statem ent, under oath, of the 
sources from w hence the m oney comes, 
an d th at the m oney so paid over is the total 
am ount collected since liis last p a y m e n t; 
and such statem ent shall also lie filed in 
duplicate w ith the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors. 
T he above provisions are en­ 
acted in Section 28 of the A ct of 1858. 
quoted above in full. T he penal provisions 
above referred to follow in the succeeding 
part of Section 28. 
T he word “revenue” has th e sam e m ean­ 
ing in Section 36. 
Tlie intent is a plain one. T hat the above 
represents its term s and stipulations we 
have no doubt. 
A ny A ct or Acts of the 
Legislature m aking an y change in it, to 
the detrim ent of the creditor, w ithout the 
consent of the bondholder, are utterly void. 
T his Court so held in M eyer vs. B row n, 
supra, and still adheres to th at judgm ent. 
M uch is said as to the expense of con­ 
structing the w ater works, and that the city 
has been obliged to build a new water 
w orks. 
W e cannot hold th at any such 
consideratione can alter the contract, or 
abridge the right of tb e creditor, 
T he pay­ 
m ent of the expenses of conducting the 
w orks is provided for in the Act. 
T he officers and laborer of the employes 
are salaried (Section 24), and there is a 
fund, called a salary fund, created for their 
paym ent (see Section 35), and it is declared 
of the salary fund th at it “ shall be ap­ 
plied to the paym ent of th e salaries of 
m unicipal officers, as provided in the A ct,” 
and for all other expenses, if any there 
shall be, a contingent fund of 22 per cent, 
of the taxes, licenses, harbor dues, w ater 
rents, etc.. is provided for their paym ent. 
Of this it m ay be said th at if the funds 
provided for in the Act are no t sufficient to 
pay such expenses, resort m ust be had to 
the Legislature to procure further powers 
to raise the m oney by constitutional Act of 
th at body, w hich is not allowed by any 
A ct to divert from the interest and sinking 
fund any portion of it, w ithout the consent 
of the creditor. 
As to the new w ater works, and the pay­ 
m ent of the expense of building them , it 
m ay be said th at the Act of 1858 has no 
reference to such a m atter. 
If new w ater 
works had to be built the Legislature could 
provide for their erection w ithout interfer­ 
ing w ith the funds set apart for the pay­ 
m ent of the bonds; and, as it did not do so, 
the Act m ust stand as it passed. 
It would 
not be held that if a person m ortgaged the 
gross proceeds of his farm to his creditor, 
th at he could take part of these funds to 
build a new house, when the old one, from 
decay, liad fallen and ceased to be habita­ 
ble, w ithout the consent of the creditor; 
if fertilizers were required to m ake his farm 
productive, that he could spend any por­ 
tion of the gross proceeds to purchase the 
fertilizing m aterial. 
The necessities of the farm er m ay have 
great w eight w ith liis mortgagee, and in­ 
duce him to consent to the expenditure, 
bu t the contract would bind him w ithout 
such consent. 
It is hardly necessary to refer to th e posi­ 
tion that for a long tim e the bondholder 
consented to a w ithholding of tbe m oneys 
due him . 
T he em barrassm ent of th e city 
m ay have induced tbis w aiting on the part 
ot the bondholder, but we know of no 
rule of law w hich w ould authorize us to 
hold that this conduct on the part of the 
bondholder abridged or altered his rights 
under the contract as m ade. 
T he foregoing conclusions are strength­ 
ened by the fact th at the bondholder took 
his securities w ithout the right to sue the 
city and county. 
(Sec. I.) 
T he city had 
no existence as a corporation after the 
Act took effect, and could not, therefore, be 
sued. 
In accordance w tth the foregoing views 
the judgm ent m ast be reversed. 
T he prayer of th e com plaint, w hich 
was tiled on tlie 29th of Jan u ary , 1886. is 
as follow s: 
‘ W herefore this petitioner prays th at a 
w rit of m andate issue from this Court, or­ 
dering and directing th e respondent, the 
Treasurer, Jam es N. Porter, toset apart and 
appropriate to said interest and sinking 
fund fifty-five per cent, of the am ount re- 
ceiven from water rents since the first Mon­ 
day in A pril, 1885, and for general relief in 
the prem ises and for costs. 
“Also, that the respondent, as T reasurer 
as aforesaid, be ordered and directed from 
tim e to tim e, as m oney collected irom 
w ater rents is received by him as Treas­ 
urer, to set apart and appropriate fifty-five 
per cent, thereof to the interest and sinking 
fund of said city.” 
The Court am ong other facts finds the 
follow ing: 
"T h at since th e first M onday in A pril, 
1885 (the beginning or th e fiscal year for 
the city of Sacram ento), and prior to the 
filing of petitioner’s petition herein, there 
liad been collected for w ater rents w ithin 
tlie city of Sacram ento the sunt of $13.­ 
703 15, and said sum had been paid to the 
respondent as Treasurer of said city. 
“Of this sum there has been set apart 
and appropriated to the interest and sin k ­ 
ing lund the sum of $6,600, w hich sura is 
fifty-five per cent, of the am ount rem aining 
of said sum of $43,763 15, after paying all 
expenses, including salaries of operating 
and m aintaining the w ater-w orks o f said 
city. 
“ T hat all of said $43,763 15, except the 
said sum of $6,600, and except $5,400 paid 
to other funds, the balance, to wit, $31,­ 
763 15, was paid out by said T reasurer upon 
w arrants draw n by the A uditor, to pay bills 
for the expenses of carrying on said w ater­ 
works, w hich bills were audited and al­ 
lowed by the Board of Trustees.” 
It apj e irs from this finding th at the s ím 
of $43,763 15 had since the first M onday in 
A pril, been collected for w ater rents and 
paid into the Treasury. Of this sum $6,600, 
55 per cent of the am ount rem ained “ after 
paying all expenses,” including salaries of 
operating 
and 
m aintaining the 
w ater­ 
works. 
T hat of this larger sum , except 
$6,600 and $3,40u paid to other funds, all of 
it had been paid out by the T reasurer upon 
w arrants draw n by the A uditor, to pay 
bills for th e expense oí carrying on the 
water-works, w hich bills were audited by 
the Board of Trustees. 
T hat tlie creditors were entitled to have 
55 per cent, of the sum of $43,763 15 set 
apart to th e interest and sinking fund u n ­ 
der th e law, we have no doubt. 
B ut nil 
th e m oney, except the sum s m entioned, 
has been paid out as above stated, and 
though it was a violation of law and of 
the rights of th e bondholders, such w rong 
cannot be redressed in this action. 
T hat 
portion of th e prayer oí the com plaint 
cannot then be granted. T he only relief 
w hich we can grant is to com m and the 
Treasurer, as m oney collected from the 
water rents above m entioned is, from tim e 
to tim e, paid to and received by him as 
Treasurer, he shall set apart and appropri­ 
ate 55 per cent, of all such m oneys, w ith­ 
out any deduction whatsoever, ;o the inter­ 
est and sinking fund of the city of Sacra­ 
m ento. 
The jndgm ent is reversed and the cause 
rem anded to the C ourt below, and said 
Court is directed to enter judgm ent as 
above stated. 
Ordered accordingly, 
iRORirrox, J.

The green dye which reappears on various 
articles of clothing, hut w hich, also, is 
said to he going out of fashion, is m ade 
from a k in d of “ stags-horn” moss, w hich 
grows freely on th e hillsides. 
T lie two brides and th eir friends are 
handed out by th e boatm en, and then w ith 
some show of fuss and im portance, there are 
lifted out of th e boat sundry odd-looking 
boxes, whose purpose and contents I was 
at a loss to divine. 
T hen th e whole party 
stands still solem nly, each bridegroom hav­ 
ing his bride on liis arm , and th e fiddler 
faces them and strikes up a tune. 
lie 
heats his foot on tlie ground and scrapes 
away a t his curious instrum ent, a kind 
know n as th e “Ilard a n g er violin,” and 
reels out lively Norw egian tunes. 
T hey 
were strange airs to me, but I im agine 
they w ere “balings,” or perhaps, m arches. 
I do not know why th is pause was m ade; 
perhaps to give tim e to th e clergym an, who 
was expected every m om ent by th e steam er, 
th e steam er w hich unfortunately was to 
carry me and m y friend away. 
However, 
th e pause gave m e an opportunity of no­ 
ticing th e 
brides 
and 
th e ir dresses. 
T hey both 
wore 
th e huge, 
ungainly 
crown, w hich is to tlie N orw egian bride 
w hat th e w reath of orange blossoms is to 
h er A m erican sister. 
T iie dark blue skirt 
was for this occasion replaced by one of 
b rig h t scarlet, em broidered w ith a bold 
pattern in wool near tlie hern. 
T iie full 
w hite sh irt rem ained as usual, hut tlie bod­ 
ice was a mass of beadwork, w hile th e belt 
was m ade of massive links of silver. 
Large silver ornam ents dangled from the 
side of the crown, but w hether affixed to 
th e crown or to th e ears I could not te ll; 
a large silver brooch was w orn at th e 
throat, and each bride had a fine muslin 
apron w ith a p retty piece of needlew ork 
let in, after the Norw egian fashion, near 
th e hem. T he patterns of this w ork,w hich 
is generally crochet, are rem arkably good, 
and th e crochet washes adm irably.

O f tlie bridegroom s there is little to he 
said. 
T hey were plain, honest-looking 
fellows, dressed alm ost exactly like our 
sailors, except for a broad, soft wide-awake 
hat. 
T he kneebreeches fastened witli sil­ 
ver buttons, form erly worn in th e country, 
are fast disappearing from th e peasants’ 
costumes, and plain blue coat, jack et and 
trousers are now generally worn. 
T he 
men look exactly like E nglishm en of th e 
n orthern counties, w ith th e ir fair h air, 
and, as we should say, Saxon east of fea­ 
tures. 
But now th e procession begins to 
move. 
The fiddler leads th e way, still 
playing, and th e bridal p arty sets out on its 
way to the church. 
A nd at th e same tim e 
the w histle ot the steam er is heard, and the 
vessel steam s up to th e short quavfw hich 
is all th at is needed on th e steep shores of 
the tiord. 
T he clergym an, a tall, tine- 
looking m an, steps off the boat, anil we 
m ust perforce step on, and so we see no 
m ore of the wedding ceremony. 
They 
w ill dance th e “ haling” m errily to-night, 
we are told. 
Form erly they kept the 
revels up for three nights, b ut now these 
festivities are cut short, and one nig h t is 
considered enough.— The Domestic Monthly. 


P a lm s S u ita b le fo r C a lito rn ia . 
An encouraging sign of th e tim es is the 
increased interest taken by everybody in 
ornam enting th e ir homes and gardens. At 
no tim e has the dem and for ornam ental 
trees been greater. 
Am ong th e different 
varieties, those of the palm trib e stand up­ 
perm ost. T he common C alifornia fan palm 
is undoubtedly the most rapid grow er of 
the species, and yet there are others a l­ 
most equally well adapted to ou r soil anil 
clim ate. 
O f th e fan palm family th e C hi­ 
nese variety ( Chatmerops excelsa) is hardy 
everyw here. 
It is of more slender grow th 
th an th e C alifornia p a lm ; the leaves are 
not so large, h ut of a d arker 
green. 
Among th e various species of th e date 
palm , or th e genus “ Phienix,” the C anary 
island date palm (Phaoiix canariensis) i s a 
highly ornam ental and striking palm . T he 
leaves are feathery, of a dark green, glossy 
color and will reach a length of six to 
eight feet, and as tlie palm grows curve 
gracefully over the trunk. 
P honix I.>•<in­ 
cur is is another species, m arked by w hite 
filam ents. 
I t is of sim ilar h abit and prob­ 
ably equally as hardy. 
Phirnix Sylvestris 
anil reclinata, as well as the true date palm 
(P honix dactylifera) are all w orthy of a 
place in a large garden or park. 
A palm 
not to lie forgotten, hut com paratively rare 
and diffieult to obtain, is th e Brahca cdu- 
lis, a species of fan palm grow ing on one of 
th e islands of the Lower C alifornia coast, 
it grows alm ost as rapidly as th e common 
C alifornia fan fa lm and seems to be equally 
as hardy. 
O f palm s w hich m ay he rec­ 
om mended for well protected places in 
Southern C alifornia is th e Scaforthia ele­ 
gant as, one of th e most ornam ental of the 
whole tribe. 
Specimens of this variety, of 
considerable size, are grow ing at M onte- 
eito, in Santa B arbara county. 
In the 
sam e location the large Chinese fan palm 
(Latania llurbonicd) is grow ing and has 
proven hardy. 
T he latter is probably one 
of th e most stately of all the palm s th at 
can be cultivated in this State.— Pacific 
Fruit-Grower.

term inating in as m any m etallic boxes 
filled w ith iron ore and closed by rl i,ox. 
wood cover, traversed 
hv twenty-seven 
sharp iron points, w hich plunged át th eir 
base in th e ore. A ll the system was united 
to th e earth by a large chain. 
T he ene­ 
mies of Diwisch, jealous of liis success at 
th e court of V ienna, excited tlie peasants 
of the locality against him , and under the 
pretext th a t liis lightning rod was the 
cause of th e great drought, th ey m ade him 
take down th e lightning rod w hich he had 
utilized for six years. 
AVhat is most curi­ 
ous is th e form of th is first lig h tn in g rod, 
w hich was of m ultiple points like th e one 
which 
M. M elseu 
afterw ard 
invented.

Record th a t two children, a girl about 4 
years of age and a hoy aliout 8, who had 
been left at farm -house alone all day, were 
discovered acting strangely on tlie retu rn 
of th e fam ily in th e evening.

K c su lts o f th e D o m in a n t B o u r b o n R u le 
in th e S o u th . 
Not long ago the Boston Journal pub­ 
lished an article, since w idely quoted and 
comm ented upon, devoted to th e Inde­ 
pendent m ovem ent in 
South C arolina, 
w hich is in effect a popular protest against 
th e m ethods of th e dom inant party in 
th a t State. 
T his new political party, it 
seems, is not th e only result of the cor­ 
ruption of Bourbon rule. 
A n actual ex ­ 
odus. not of negroes, hut of well-to-do and 
intelligent native Carolinians, has begun. 
These people despair of securing a p u rer 
State governm ent, and seek to fly from the 
oppression w ith w hich they 
feel them ­ 
selves unable to cope. 
-V letter received a 
day or two ago by a gentlem an in this 
vicinity from a friend in Anderson county 
thus describes the em igration from liis 
neighborhood: 
“ W hite people are leaving tlie county 
by scores. 
On F riday last one colony of 
100 persons left for th e AVest, w hile Tues­ 
day, th e 22d, double as m any are to go 
from this county alone. 
A great m any of 
our best men, m en of character, ability, 
and monev, have sold out and left for the 
AVest and th e Pacific 
slope generally. 
T hey say em phatically th a t they can not 
he worse off, and th at there is no hope for 
poor old South C arolina under the pres­ 
ent governm ent. 
T hey have not back­ 
bone sufficient to fight it out politically.” 
Anderson county, from w hich this letter 
comes is and lias been for years, the banner 
Dem ocratic county in South Carolina. 
It 
is also the strongest w hite county, and its 
people are far above the average in in te lli­ 
gence and prosperity. 
T he w riter of the 
letter is a form er Dem ocrat, who, w ith 
m ore pluck th an liis despondent neighbors 
possess, has joined the iudependant party, 
in w hich lie sees a hope of reform. 
T here 
are thousands of men ju st like him in the 
State, and th eir grievances m ust he serious 
indeed, for no slight dissatisfaction would 
divide the D em ocratic ranks, lead to the 
organization of a new and distinct party, 
and force th e least hopeful South Caro­ 
linians to em igrate. 
T his exodus of native 
w hite men especially indicates a popular 
ferm ent in South C arolina of w hich the 
N orth has scarcely heard. 
It is additional 
evidence th at th a t State in th e solid South 
which has seemed least vulnerable may he, 
in fact, tlie first to revolt against the 
Bourbons.—Boston Journal.

To secure the ordering of sueli 
an election at least 5,600 signatures to the 
p etition are necessary. 
T he plan for se­ 
curing these signatures was to have all the 
m inisters in th e city, on Sunday, Novem ­ 
ber 27th, appoint a special m eeting in each 
church for the n ext evening, M onday, the 
28th, to present th e subject and secure sig­ 
natures; to request tb e forty-four tem per­ 
ance societies of th e city, and th e Assem­ 
blies of K nights of Labor, to do the same. 
By th is concerted action it was hoped to 
secure 10,000 nam es on th a t evening, 
l our pastors who are leaders in the move­ 
m ent presented tlie m atter to th e Board of 
Counselors of th e Evangelical A lliance— 
a union of th e m inisters’ m eetings of the 
city— asking them to jo ':: in th e move­ 
ment. 
H ad th ey consent d it would have 
put th e leadership in th e hands of the city 
pastors. 
But only tw elve saw th eir way 
clear to subscribe to tlie plan, though o th ­ 
ers w ill undoubted!} 
have th eir 
eyes 
opened soon. 
T h e churches in 
large 
m easure approve th e m ovem ent. 
T he 
K nights of Labor, under th e leadership of 
Jesse H arper, are taking hold of th e 
work w ith a will, and the indications are 
th a t th e necessary num ber of signatures 
will he secured to compel tlie ordering of 
th e local option election.— Exchange.

MR. COKSTOCK AND NUDITY IN ART. 


In another column v.e print a letter 
from Mr. Anthony Comstock, of New 
York, Secretary of the Society for the Sup­ 
pression of Vice. 
The m atter discussed 
by Mr. Comstock relates to a criticism in- 
lulged in bv the R e c o iíd -U n io h upon his 
act in prosecuting Knoedler, a picture 
'•■aler, for exhibiting photographs of works 
of art shown in European galleries. 
Mr- 
Comstock explains the matter in a way to 
impress, us with the belief that the entire 
truth has not been given to the people con­ 
cerning the affair of the arrest. W e gather 
from Mr. ComgtGck's letter that not the 
photographs of Salon pictures were shown, 
but parts of pictures, single figures, etc., 
and that these, taken out of their proper 
atmosphere, became very different in char­ 
acter and in their effect upon the miud 
when exposed to view upon the street. We 
invite attention to Mr. Comstock’s letter. 
It is manly and vigorous. 
We have for so 
many years taken pleasure in commending 
his work, and in approving his philan­ 
thropic purposes, that it was with more 
than regret we were led to believe by 
statements ol Eastern journals, that in this 
case of the photographs Mr. Comstock had 
erred, and the impression is not wholly re­ 
moved. 
W e have understood here that 
the Court of Appeals did not pass upon 
the obscenity of the pictures, and that 
they were not and could not have been be­ 
fore that Court. 
A jury, we were told, 
had, 
indeed, judged 
the pictures, but 
the press of New York assailed the verdict 
on the ground of the incompetency of the 
average criminal jury to pass upon such 
questions. 
W e liad understood that, in 
fact, the pictures were not looked upon by 
the people as lewd until the Society Mr. 
Comstock represents had Knoedler ar­ 
rested. 
If this is true, then Mr. Com­ 
stock’s pursuit of Knoedler only advertised 
his wares. 
Unquestionably there is that 
shown annually in the Salon which, rcpio- 
duced by photography, or other method of 
transfer, would be unfit for the eye of 
vouth—very muclis is hown there which the 
mass of clean-thinking people would pro­ 
nounce lewd. 
But we are to consider that 
in this matter something is to be conceded 
to the demands of art, and that the tastes 
of a very large class of people cannot be 
ignored. 
It 
may be 
that 
we must 
make 
our 
selection 
between 
endur­ 
ing 
the 
nudity 
of 
the 
Paris 
Salon, 
and 
giving 
its 
reproduction 
sueli publicity as will make it the more 
sought after. The question of im purity in 
art works is an obi one, and never v. ill lie 
settled. 
Communities will forever divide 
in opinion upon it, and therefore it is 
questionable if the objects which --reate 
llic division come properiy within the 
scope of the work of ihe society whose 
agent Mr. Comstock is. He and the society 
have done so much in the interest of good 
morals, have iiad such grand supjiort by 
lie public, and the field for their activity 
s so broad 
almost boundless—that it is 
•vith sincere 
regret 
wc see any issue 
-a¡sed likely to divide the support and di­ 
minish the usefulness of the New York 
association. 
We adm it Mr. Comstock’s 
noint, that when reproduction of famous 
nictures is so done as io suggest only lewd- 
uess, and to appeal only to the passions, 
then it is a fit subject for assault. 
But 
whether Mr. Comstock’s society, which is 
such a powerful agency for good, can afford 
o cripple its efforts, and divert its energies 
by fighting an adverse sentim ent to bis, or 
his Directors’ ideas as to the boundary lie- 
tween the permissible and the intolerable 
in art, is a m atter upon which we have 
Tory little doubt. 
If, however, the society 
can see its way clear to achieve victory, no 
one will more heartily wish it success than 
‘he R e c o r d - U n io s . 


A PROGRESSING REFOHK. 


The progress 
the Spelling 
Reform 
Association of N orth America is making, 
in simplifying English orthography, is too 
apparent to be given the contemptuous 
consideration heretofore accorded it. 
The 
lexicographers no longer ignore the claims 
of the reformers, but in each new edition 
yield more and more to their common- 
sense methods of framing the visible form 
of languages. 
David Dudley Field, of New York, re­ 
cently said of these reformers: 
“ Our 
noble English tongue, already spoken over 
more of the earth's surface than any other 
living tongue, and vet to be spoken over 
more, is disfigured by so many anomalies, 
and hampered by so many arbitrary usages 
—rules I will not e-all them—that he is to 
be not merely commended, but hailed as a 
deliverer who will rescue it, and, at the 
sacrifice of 
present 
convenience, give 
future ease to all English people till the 
end of time." 
Professor F. A. March, the distinguished 
philologist of Lafayette College, puts the 
spelling reform upon very much higher 
ground than most of its advocates, 
lie 
holds that the present system hampers in­ 
telligence, wastes a great deal of the time 
of youth in learning that which, after all, 
is never learned completely ; that in con­ 
sequence the intellect is affected ior ill • 
and, besides, the sense of order, propor­ 
tion, fitness and law is offended. 
As moral 
degeneracy follows the want of cultivated 
intelligence, and the whole process of 
spelling is at present stupefying and per­ 
verting, patriotism ought to prompt us to 
relorm our system and philanthropy con­ 
firm us in the resolution to do so ; be­ 
cause, 
just 
as 
moral 
degeneracy 
is 
cultivated, national progress is endangered. 
T his is, of course, an exalted view, and we 
are constrained to say a rather extreme^ 


not to say extravagant, aspect of the subject. 
But this much is undeniable; whatever 
contributes facility in the acquirement of 
knowledge; whatever smooths the path of 
difficulty in cultivating the intellect and 
removes obstacles from the methods of 
education, must contribute to intellectual 
advancement and mental strength, and 
consequently tend to 
lessen illiteracy. 
T hat the spelling reformers are contrib­ 
uting to these ends must be conceded by 
all who 
dispassionately examine their 
briefs. 
If the educators and philologists and 
lexicographers will break away from pre­ 
judices and set adrift the old-time, arbitrary 
and 
unreasonable 
rules, 
that 
this 
order of ieiters must be so 
because 
a vowel precedes, or that the other order of 
arrangement follows because a consonant 
precedes, and 
the whole long list of 
involved and dogmatic 
rules and 
so- 
called reasons that govern the present 
spelling, they will see, and eventually 
confess 
that 
the 
aim 
and 
pur­ 
pose 
of 
spelling 
ought 
to 
be 
to 
give that visible form to language which, 
with least friction, trouble and mental ex­ 
ercise, will convey thought through the 
medium of the eye to the mind. 
If they 
dispassionately examine the question as 
presented by such collegians as W hitney of 
Yale, M uller of Oxford, W hite of Cornell, 
Chadbourne of W illiams, Barnard of Co­ 
lumbia, Ilarrison of W ashington and Lee, 
Child of Harvard, Sumner, Hadley and 
Peck of Yale, and others of equal emi­ 
nence, they must come to the conclusion 
th at not only the simplest, but the easiest 
of all reforms offered to the world, is that 
tendered by the advanced philologists of 
America and England, and in the path of 
which the chief obstacle is stubborn preju­ 
dice. 
As ex-President W hite of Cornell Uni 
versity puts it, our present system is a 
barrier against the most im portant agent 
in. the rapid civilization and Christianiza­ 
tion of the world. “I have no doubt that 
were English orthography simplified, the 
English language would w ithin a genera­ 
tion or two become the business language 
of the more active part of the vast semi­ 
civilized East, of China, Japan, India, and 
the islands of the Pacific.” 
T he official organ of the Reform .Spell­ 
ing Association, published by the Boston 
Library Bureau, in a late number declares 
that it has evidences that about all the 
best educators of the country, the inde­ 
pendent thinkers and the best informed 
men of our time are in accord with the re­ 
form. 
But if this is so, they woefully lack 
courage to make their faitli known. 
One 
of the most hopeful signs ol the reform is 
the fact that both the American and the 
English Philological Associations have 
pronounced in favor of a simplified but 
radical change in spelling. 
They do not 
go to the extent the more advanced re­ 
formers propose, believing that it is wiser 
to advance by degrees in -this matter. 
A 
large number of Teachers’ Associations in 
America and Great Britain have approved 
the Philological Societies’ proposed changes 
in our system, and it begins to look as if 
within the next five years there will be 
not a few learned bodies, schools and jour­ 
nals using the modified system in every­ 
day writing. 
W hen this point is reached 
it will not be long before the reform will 
become popular and have general accept­ 
ance. 
It is worthy of note that as the present 
reform began in Pennsylvania, being an 
outgrowth of the International Conven­ 
tion of 1876, presided over by Prof. Halde- 
man, so the first legislative action in this 
country relative to a reform of spelling 
was taken in Pennsylvania. The Legis­ 
lature of 1887 provided a commission to 
examine and report upon the question of 
spelling and spelling reform in its relation 
to public education. As Governor Beaver 
has chosen eminent philolo, :=ts and edu­ 
cators to compose the commission, we may 
expect from them next year a rejiort that 
will attract much attention, and will prob­ 
ably lead to spelling reform being intro­ 
duced into the common schools of that 
State. 


SHAKESPEAREAN DEBATE. 


Lawrence Barrett, the actor, comes to 
the rescue of the memory of Shakespeare, 
and in the North American Reviere for 
December marshals some of the evidences 
th at supports his faith tiiat Shakespeare 
wrote the plays of Shakespeare. 
Mr. 
B arrett’s arraying of the proof is novel, 
if t lie evidences themselves are not new. 
His defense of the bard isadignified protest 
against Donnellyism, and as such is worthy 
ol’ more than passing notice. 
Mr. Barrett 
begins by indulging in some philosophic re­ 
flections concerning this age of reason, and 
of exploration in search of truth, the rele­ 
vancy of which to the subject in hand is 
obscure. 
H is introduction has value only 
as a protest against the new rule that ap­ 
plies analysis to literature, and the spirit 
of suspicion that demands of every author 
that he present credentials establishing, 
against distrust, that in fact he produced 
th at he claims as the child of his brain. 
Coming jdown from rather exalted and 
fanciful flights to the subject proper, Mr. 
Barrett holds it to be established beyond a 
doubt,that such a man as Shakespeare 1 ived, 
and that he was a native of Stratford-on- 
Avon; that lie there married, and there 
were lxim to him children ; that he was 
an actor in London ; that he was useful to 
the theatrical corporation, for he amassed 
a fortune; that he was gifted, for contem­ 
porary writers extol his genius as a play­ 
wright ; that in full m aturity he died, and 
that over his grave his widow caused to be 
placed a copy of his features. 
He claims as fairly proven also, that in 
162" two surviving partners and fellow 
actors of this man, venerating his genius, 
collected from the acting copies in the 
theater library most of his works—and 
which he later on points out, Shakespeare 
did not own—and printed them, though 
they were edited in a very poor way. 
T hat con temporal v i>oet and actor—Ben. 
Jonson, in lines immortal bequeathed the 
portrait of his rival to posterity, and 
seemed to entertain no doubt th at even his 
‘‘small Latin and less G reek” would not 
invalidate the poetical claims of Shakes­ 
peare. 
These things are taken as proved. 
But 
Mr. Barrett forgets th at Donnelly squarely 
questions the claim of genius made for 
Shakesjieare, or that there is any sufficient 
evidence that it was contemporaneously 
recognized. 
However, the proofs upon the 
affirmative are positive, while Mr. Don­ 
nelly’s are mainly inferential. 
Now, says 
Mr. Barrett, for two centuries Shakespeare's 
works have been the study of the wise, the 
resource of the scholar, the solace of the 
people, and he proceeds to illum inate his 
argument by citing the marvelous tests, an­ 
alytical and otherwise, which the Shake­ 
spearean text has undergone, and to point 
out the wonderful foresight of its author, 
and the astonishing vision with which he 


penetrated deep into life’s mysteries. 
W e J 
are now asked to reject Shakespeare and 
accept Bacon as the real author of the text, j 
and the basis for this request is “conject­ 
ural negatives and distorted facts.” 
In 
this bit of incisive expression Mr. Barrett 
is very h ap p y ; there have been applied to ' 
Mr. Donnelly’s unsatisfactory assaults no 
better descriptions. 
Before we can accept, 
says Barrett, the idea that an unpretend­ 
ing man like Shakespeare could not dis­ 
course as he did of classic themes, and so 
deal with the history of many nations, and 
so analyze and read human nature, it ought 
to be demanded that proof be adduced that 
only the scholar and antiquarian give us 
such works. 
I u fact in the domain of lit­ 
erature, such as that to which the study of 
Shakespeare leads us, simple learning and 
technical attainm ents have never yet laid 
us under any obligations whatever. 
“If 
the author of the first great epic was a uni­ 
versity graduate, or a man of place or 
parts, we have no record of it.” 
The essayist cites numerous examples of 
great genius and profound wisdom, which 
received small recognition in its own day, 
and sprang from lowly conditions, and he 
asks “was it a scholar and a noble, who 
from a cart’s tail, before a multitude 
of listeners, dramatized the belief of a 
nation, and by His own creative genius 
gave vitality and clearness to the story of 
Prometheus?” 
The creator of the Greek 
language— a 
minnesinger, the 
founder 
of the Greek drama, are cited as instances 
of genius 
in 
lowly and unambitious 
places : the Greek tragedies were written 
by men who were actors or managers, and 
no contemporary note of any lost work dis­ 
proves the fact. 
The works of the French 
dram atists are 
those 
Moliere created. 
Scarcely a reputation of the contempo­ 
raries of Shakespeare can escape disrepute 
under the theory advanced by Donnelly 
of sim ilarity of expression. 
Chaucer and 
Spenser were drawn upon by Marlowe 
and Jourm , as well as the woolen-drapePs 
son. T hat Shakespeare has no place in 
Elizabethan 
chronicles, 
Mr. 
Barrett 
thinks proves nothing more than that the 
contemporary writers of any era are not 
quick to recognize the higher genius of a 
fellow worker. 
Y et Mr. Barrett thinks it susceptible of 
proof that Shakespeare held the secure 
place among the non-theater goers of his 
time which he now holds. 
As to publica­ 
tion, his works were published only over 
the lights of the stage. 
H is calling was 
degraded in the eyes of many of the liter­ 
ary classes, and it would therefore he curi­ 
ous to find his claims allowed by sueli as 
Sir Thomas Browne or Robert Greene. 
But contemporary mention of him is 
abundant, and the only way the Baconians 
can reply to it is to ignore or cast dis­ 
credit upon it. 
T heir final stand is made 
upon the “ Sonnets,” because there is some 
resemblance between Bacon’s expression 
and Shakespeare’s. 
But the whole theory 
proceeds upon the assumption that Bacon 
was ashamed to own his work ; allowed 
his masterpieces to pass in his time un­ 
claimed, 
and 
when 
the 
reputed 
author 
died, 
deliberately 
consented 
to 
their 
publication 
accredited 
to 
another. Barrett recalls Macaulay’s 
an­ 
swer, that if Bacon in prosperity might 
have disowned the works, there came a 
time, in his disgrace and poverty, when 
his claim to plays already the delight of 
the nation, would have again raised him 
in popular favor and regained him much 
of the glory he had lost. 
But he died 
and made no sign. 
Mr. Barrett holds that 
as it is true poets are born and not made 
so it is true that dram atists are born and 
grow. Shakespeare was one of the royal 
poets whose lines will remain imperish­ 
able in our literature. 
H e was born of 
England, and drank in with his earliest 
inspiration all the influences of that beau­ 
tiful land. 
They quickened his fervid im­ 
agination, and 
gave calm 
and peace 
to the tempest of his fiery soul. 
In his 
time an effete language was giving way 
before a living tongue. 
A new world of 
enterprise was opening, and genius in art 
and science was under new inspiration. 
The stage was the one open and lucrative 
road to fame and wealth for tiie poet and 
playwright, and this it was led Shakes­ 
peare in th at direction. 
The plays to which his genius gave 
birth passed out of his hands by contract 
according to the custom of the day, and 
hence he had no such property to devise, a 
fact Mr. Donnelly neglects to take into ac­ 
count. 
Baton devised his papers to Con­ 
stable, but made no mention of such pre­ 
cious manuscripts as it is now sought to 
credit to his authorship. 
The sonnets and 
many of the plays were republished after 
the death of Shakespeare, with his name 
unusually prominent, but Baton was silent 
in the 
face 
of 
this 
alleged 
“ im­ 
posture” 
though he had so much of 
favor to expect 
if he 
proved 
th eir 
paternity 
to be 
in 
him. 
If Shakes­ 
peare was an impostor, those about him 
were knaves and fools. 
Southampton’s 
friendship for Shakespeare is denied, and 
it is attempted to unite Bacon and South­ 
ampton in friendly relations, that the in­ 
famous conduct of Bacon toward Essex, 
Southampton’s friend and relative, makes 
unthinkable. 
Finally, Mr. Barrett argues 
that there 1s no ingenuity of reasoning that 
associates the life and work of Bacon with 
the plays th at cannot be more sensibly 
used in favor of the reputed author. 
The 
very defects of Shakespeare’s verse would 
dishonor the collegian, and his many 
errors, false quantities, anachronisms of 
all 
kinds, 
would disgrace 
a 
merely 
well-read or educated man. On the ground 
of goodness and sobriety, the testimony is 
in favor of Shakespeare, for he holds 
that the world’s history gives ns record 
of no such infamous life as that of Bacon, 
when his gifts and surroundings are taken 
into account. 
Mr. B arrett’s defense, as we have said, 
is not wholly new, but its method is strong 
and his is the first voice from the stage 
to protest against the strained conclusions 
and warped logic of Donnelly and his col­ 
laborators. 
Before what we do know of 
Shakespeare and his life work ; in the face 
of what we do know of his times; the at­ 
tempt to put Bacon in his place upon con­ 
jectural reasoning, and the forced cipher 
that is claimed to exist in the text of the 
plays,will fail; the world will notsurrender 
its two hundred years of faith in the be­ 
lief that W illiam Shakesjieare wrote the 
plays attributed to him. 


of men and women have been sent up lor 
“ tweutv-four ho u rs’’ by the Police Courts 
of San Francisco every Court day for 
twenty-five years for that offense. 
So the 
Mayor of Lebanon is not amenable to the 
sneering criticism of the people who pre­ 
tend to be so fearful that somebody will 
attem pt to cram a religious dogma down 
the public throat. 
The truth is, that who­ 
ever has ears and hears, and walks the 
business streets at evening with wife, 
daughter or sister, is mortified and shamed 
beyond expression by the resonance of the 
air with filthy words and profanity. 
It is 
an even chance th at no citizen can get by 
an ordinary evening street group of “ cor­ 
ner statues,” with a lady upon his arm, 
without hearing loudly-uttered vulgarity 
th at makes him blush for his sex and regret 
th at the lady is present. The Mayor of Leba­ 
non is rightly proceeding—would that other 
executive officers in all our municipalities 
were as active in a like cause. 
The right 
of society is to have decent language used 
upon the street. 
It is not an inviolable 
attribute of personal liberty to enjoy a 
right to spew filth upon the public atmos­ 
phere. 
W e know of an instance of recent 
occurrence that illustrates the subject. 
A 
brother passing upon a public street in 
this city with his sister upon his arm, met 
a group of modern night-liowlers, who, 
though they saw the lady approaching, 
did not pause in their labor of painting the 
air blue w ith profane vulgarity and reek­ 
ing word—filth. Shortly after, the young 
man returned, sought out the leader of the 
group, and proceeded to give him a drub­ 
bing th at he will never forget. 
I t was a 
manly and timely protest against brutal 
street vulgarity. If the people who do not 
choose to have their hearing assailed and 
their lady friends insulted by such forms 
of speech, would emulate the example 
cited, it is probable there would be less of 
filthy language used upon the highways. 


T h e National Republican Convention 
is to be held in Chicago on the 19th of 
J une, 18S8.

It had been settled that

could not live in Chicago or in the com­ 
monwealth. 
lie hoped Chicago would be 
selected, but whether it was or not, Illinois 
and Minnesota and 
Kansas and Iowa 
would 
vote the 
Republican 
ticket.” 
Minnesota,

way, 
is 
one 
of 
the States in the West President Cleve­ 
land has believed he could carry with his 
free trade doctrine. 
But he is certainly 
mistaken. 
Minnesota is becoming a man­ 
ufacturing com m unity, and its producers 
besides have found out, as Mr. Kasson has 
so well put it, that to conserve a home 
m arket where there is excess of food pro­ 
duction, it is essential to foster manufact­ 
uring interests, that there may he more 
mouths to feed. 


F ro m this time until the two National 
Conventions shall have met and adjourned 
the American people are to be involved in 
all the perplexing anxiety th at precedes 
the making of Presidential nominations. 
We liegin to make Presidents too early 
and take time by too long a forelock in 
this matter. 
This will be strikingly andi 
we fear, damagingly illustrated in the first 
half of the year 1888. 
Because of un­ 
certainty as to w hether the Democracy 
will indorse Air. Cleveland’s tariff policy, 
every vocation and industry touched by 
the tariff will be timorous, unsettled and 
feverish. 
The great majority of the peo­ 
ple of the nation will turn to the Repub­ 
lican party for protection from w hat they 
believe is the assault of a policy th at will 
be injurious to the production, labor and 
manufactures in the United States. 
The 
party is not, it is true, a unit upon the 
tariff’ question. 
Some of its eminent men 
and old-time apostles are notjirotectionists. 
W hether they will cut themselves off from 
affiliation with the party because of its 
protective tendencies, a n i go over to the 
Democracy, for which they were l>orn with 
rooted aversion, remains to be seen. 
But 
the lines are now being sharply drawn, 
and we will not have long to wait for a 
massing of forces. 
The Democracy, we 
believe, will drop Mr. Cleveland, no m atter 
how it may be pledged to his A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
Mr. Carlisle will probably he unable 
to deliver according to the bargain he is 
supposed to have made, and the party will 
be very likely to take up a man who at 
least has not expressed him self so posi­ 
tively as has the courageous Mr. Clove 
land. 
Its past history gives w arrant for 
this lielief, for it has been one of cowardice. 
U)>on a platform looking in two directions 
it will endeavor to make a campaign for 
the retention of power, and regardless of 
any other results. 
On the other hand, 
the Republican party will, in all likeli­ 
hood, declare in June next for protection 
in an unmistakable manner, and make its 
fight for recovery of the Government upon 
that issue, with the Freedm an’s political 
protection as merely a supplemental cam 
paigu agency.

Another said it was not meant 
to be a club-house for swells, nor a refuge 
for trum ps; but it was designed for ali 
young men who are willing to associate 
their efforts for the welfare of their com­ 
rades. Others spoke of the help the Asso­ 
ciation had been to them in various wavs. 
At the close, refreshments were served by 
the ladies and an hour snent socially and 
in the gymnasium.

fo r a N ew 
B rid g e . 
Citizens in the neighborhood of Frauklin 
are circulating a petition, which is being 
signed by every taxpayer in the southern 
portion of the county, netitioning the Board 
of Supervisors to build a bridge over the 
Mokelumne river at w hat is known as 
Benson’s Ferry. This bridge will connect 
Man Joaquin and Sacramento counties, and 
is a continuation of what is known as the 
lower Stockton road. At this point the 
river is narrow, with high banks, and a 
bridge can be put across for a small amount 
of money, one-half of which will be borne 
by San Joaquin county. For m any years 
a ferry has been maintained at this point, 
but the boat 
becoming old, has been 
abandoned, and parties living south of the 
river have to drive forty miles out of their 
way to reach Sacramento. This cuts of! 
from Liiis city a large trade from Tyler 
Island and the northern portion of San 
Joaquin county, and those circulating the 
petition say that the Supervisors of this 
county could not do a better thing than es­ 
tablish a free bridge at that point. Since 
the ferry-boat has been drawn off, through 
travel to the city of windmills by the lower 
Stockton road is entirely cut off. 


Reward Offered for a M crdeker.—An 
unprovoked and outrageous murder was 
committed at Grand island, in Colusa 
county, on the evening of the 27th day of 
November last, in the killing of William 
H opkins by M. V. Dixon. Notwithstand­ 
ing that strenuous efforts have been made 
by the Colusa county officers for the arrest 
of the murderer, thus far he has succeeded 
in escaping. Governor W aterman, in view 
of the above facts, yesterday offered a re­ 
ward of $2.70 for Dixon’s arrest and convic­ 
tion. The m urderer’s description is given 
as follows :

whiskers turning gray ; poorly educated ; a 
native of Illinois. The murderer is an ex­ 
convict of this State.

T he S trange 
H iatu s iu H is H istory at 
L ast F illed . 
The blank in the history of the famous 
Sam Houston has at last been tilled up. It 
will be remembered that, after living for 
some time among the Cherokee Indians 
and fighting in the war of 1812, he settled 
in Tennessee, began to practice law, was 
twice elected to Congress, and in 1827 was 
elected'Governor of Tennessee, and in Jan ­ 
uary, 1829, he was married to the belle 
of Tennessee, 
and 
in 
less 
than 
six 
months 
alter 
his 
marriage 
he 
sud­ 
denly 
resigned 
the 
Governorship, 
deserted 
his 
wife 
and 
home 
and 
disappeared. 
This 
created 
an intense 
sensation throughout the country, as Hous­ 
ton was regarded as the most promising 
man in the South. 
The cause of Hous­ 
ton’s resignation of the Governorship, his 
desertion of his bride and his abandon­ 
ment of 
the path of civilization has 
always lieen a mystery. 
H e never revealed 
it him self to his friends. 


CLEARING UP TH E MYSTERY'. 
A staff correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republican, sent to Tahlequah, Ind. T., to 
write up the Indian troubles, obtained 
from undoubted authority facts that clear 
up this mystery. 
\\ hen Houston resigned 
the Governorship he rode straight from 
Tennessee’s capital to the Arkansas river. 
H e fell in with a hand of Osage Indians 
near the present site of Fort Gibson, told 
them he desired to live w ith the tribe, and 
lie was welcomed. 
H e donned a breecli- 
elout and blanket, shaved his head to the 
crown, and daubed his face with paint. 
He cut him self off entirely from civil­ 
ization 
and 
lived 
with 
the 
Indians. 
For a time he was a leader, and mar­ 
ried an Indian girl, but afterward he 
became a drunkard. 
W hile under the in­ 
fluence of whisky he told the story of his 
flight from Tennessee to John Jarley, an 
Indian companion. 
Jarley told it to Wolff' 
Star, and front the latter the correspondent 
got it. 
A SECRET LOVE. 
Houston's wife married him to please 
her parents. 
She had been previously en­ 
gaged to a young man in Nashville, but, 
under parental influence, broke off the en­ 
gagement and accepted Houston’s oiler of 
marriage, and, in view of his prospects, it 
was thought th at she had made a brilliant 
match. 
He loved the woman, and was 
made to believe that she returned his af­ 
fection. 
Houston had no knowledge of 
the previous engagement, and his wife 
managed to m aintain an outward cheerful­ 
ness for some time. 
He returned home 
one night about 11 o’clock and liis wife 
was in bed and weeping. 
The husband 
was .solicitous and the wife fretful. 
H e 
asked what caused her tears, and she gave 
no satisfactory answer. 


CRUEL CONFESSION. 
He continued im portuning her and at 
last she told him. She said she was a bad, 
wicked woman ; that she did not love her 
husband, but loved another m an; that she 
never could love her husband or forget the 
other man and that her life was miserable. 
She confessed th at some time before she 
had been engaged to m arry Houston she 
had m aintained illicit relations witli the 
other man. 
I louston never said a word, but imme­ 
diately went to his office, wrote his resigna­ 
tion as Governor, saddled his horse and 
rode into the wilderness. This is the mys­ 
tery of Sam Houston’s life as revealed by 
himself. 
Houston kept a 
little store 
among the Indians and always had a bar­ 
rel of whisky on tap. 
H e drank all the 
time. 
In this way lie lived a couple of 
years, till he finally went to Texas, where 
his brilliant career as a soldier in the 
Texas war, as President of the Texas re­ 
public and Senator from the State of Texas 
is well known. 


A n oth er T yp e-S ettin g M achine. 
A St. Paul, Minn., correspondent of re­ 
cent date says: 
The Minneapolis Electro­ 
M atrix 
Company, 
with a capital of 
81,000,000, was incorporated to-day. 
In­ 
quiry into the nature of the organization’s 
business develops the fact that it owns a 
machine which is destined to revolutionize 
the whole business of printing. 
The idea 
first originated somewhat more than a year 
ago with A. S. Capehart, a proof-reader on 
The Tribune, and S. G. Goouson. 
The two 
conceived the idea that electricity m ight 
be employed to do the work, and finally 
submitted the plans to C. L. Kedfield, a 
well-known mechanical engineer. 
He 
made some valuable suggestions in the line 
oi rendering th e idea practicable, and made 
the drawings. 
The three at once set to 
work on having the models constructed. 
These worked well, and recently a machine 
was completed. 
It did the work perfectly 
and at the astonishing rate of two hundred 
impressions a m inute or five thousand 
"eras" an hour, against tiro 1,100 “ em s” 
the average compositor can now set. 
The machine is not properly a !v|k- 
setting machine, for it uses no type at all, 
but a matrix-making machine. 
The let­ 
ters are punched into a strip of cardboard 
the width of a column, from which astereo- 
tyjie is made ¡11 exactly the same manner 
as stereotypes are now made from the 
pasteboard matrices. 
The work of tiuneh- 
ing the dies in, of feeding in the cardboard 
and of preparing it for the next stroke is 
all done by electricity. 
The operator sim­ 
ply has to push the die-plate to the right 
place and strike the key. 
Editor Kediield 
thinks the invention will create as much 
of a revolution in printing as Gutenberg 
did. 
H e points out th at the application 
of electricity to the work opens up a field 
the wideness and novelty of which make 
it difficult of comprehension. For instance, 
he says there is nothing to hinder a press 
agent in Chicago from sitting down to his 
machines 
and 
simultaneously 
making 
matrices on sim ilar machines in Minne­ 
apolis, St. Paul, Milwaukee, Kansas City 
aud Omaha. 
One man operating the 
electro-matrix machine will supplant at 
least live men setting type. 
The stock­ 
holders are some of the wealthiest men in 
Minneapolis. 
A large plant for the manu­ 
facture of the machine, which is smaller 
than a type writer, will be put in at an 
early date. 


T h e L a test M usical Craze. 
A new musical rage has been started, 
and threatens to drive out the guitar craze 
which began last spring. 
The female 
violinist is now popular, and will attract 
attention this winter. 
The banjo, you 
know, lias gone out of favor, and now it is 
the violin. 
It was started in the East by 
Teresina Tua, the beautiful Italian girl 
who took Boston by storm. Every musical 
girl in Boston has got the violin craze, and 
as the Huh is the criterion of W estern 
music, we are beginning to feel the wave. 
Yet it is said that Teresina Tua is not the 
equal as an artist of Miss Carrie Duke, the 
Louisville girl, Yvho has played here some 
time. 
American girls take very readilv 
to the violin, as indeed they do to ail 
musical instruments. 
W hat they lack in 
vocal ability thoy make up in the me­ 
chanical part of music. 
W e have some 
excellent am ateur violinists among the 
ladies here. 
There are three sisters who 
often play at church festivals and private 
entertainments. 
Then Miss M attie Blow 
is an artist who I dare will equal Teresina 
Tua. 
She has a 
thorough European 
training. 
Then 
the 
Misses 
Sterling 
are 
very capable artists 
on the vio­ 
lin. 
There are others who are adepts, 
and play in private. 
Now that the instru­ 
ment is popular again, their skill will be 
sought by their friends. 
This craze is 
much more sensible that, the mandolin, 
banjo and guitar crazes, which have had 
attention in this country for four years 
past, for the violin is an instrument of 
skill.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Precautions Against Fire. 
The leading insurance companies of New 
York have published the following practi­ 
cable and intelligible cautions against fire: 
Don’t allow stoves or heaters on your 
premises which are not securely set on 
stone, eemented brick or metal, and be sure 
that all wood-work near the stoves or 
pipes is carefully protected with metal. 
Don’t allow any loose-jointed gas brack­ 
ets on your premises, which could be 
swung against wood-work, or any gas 
brackets without wire screens or globes, if 
hay, straw, light materials or window cur­ 
tains are near them. 
Don’t allow electric lights or wires on 
your premises which are not properly pro­ 
tected. 
Don’t allow steam-pipes to lie in contact 
with worn! or inflammable material. 
Don’t allow any kerosene oil lamps to be 
filled after dark. Filling lamps near a fire 
is dangerous. 
Don’t forget to keep the lamps filled, 
and wicks in good order. When the oil Is 
low it generates gas which is liable to ex­ 
plode. 
Don’t allow benzine, gasoline, naphtha or 
explosives in your place. Your insurance 
policy prohibits it. 
Don’t allow ashes to be put in a wooden 
box or barrel in your building. 
Always 
have an iron ash-pan. 
Don't allow any oily waste or rags to be 
thrown on the floor, but only in a metal 
can, with cover, and have them taken out 
of the building every night; they are self- 
igniting. 
_ 
Don't allow any greasy or oily rags or 
paper to be mixed up with clean clip­ 
pings, or a larger amount of clippings to 
remain in your place (even if clean and 
in bales) than is absolutely unavoidable. 
Don't allow sawdust to be used on floors 
or in spittoons. 
It causes many fires, ig­ 
nited by cigar stumps or cigarettes. 
Don’t allow sawdust to be used for 
catching oil drippings from machines or 
elevator gearing. Sand is safe. 
Don’t allow matches to be kept loose or 
in paper boxes, but only in metal or 
earthen safes. Those lighting only on the 
box are safest. 
Don’t allow smoking on your premises 
where any combustible goods or materials 
are used. 
Don’t fail to have your fire-buckets filled, 
and test hose and fire appliances from time 
to time. 
Don’t allow your stairs or hallways to be 
blocked up or used for “ storage,” or rub­ 
bish, hay, straw, etc., to accumulate or re­ 
main on your premises. 
Don't fail to have all elevators or hoist­ 
ways provided with good trap-doors or 
hatches, and have these shut at night. 
Don’t forget to close your iron shutters 
at night. 
Don't forget that neglect and carelessness 
are the cause of more fires than all other 
things, and enforce rules to guard against 
them. 
These cards are already beingdistributed 
in large numbers. All the large insurance 
companies are interested in the project, and 
inclined to expect great things from it.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

SUPPOSED GIANTS. 
Long ago, and in fact, in almost every 
period of human history, we find reference 
1 to giants, supposed human beings of enor­ 
mous size ; and so complete and serious are 
the discussions and measurements in many 
of the old histories and scientific works 
that there can be no doubt as to the good 
faith of the writers. In the tenth, eleventh 
and twelfth centuries some of the most im­ 
portant controversies among the wise men 
were in relation to these “finds” or discov­ 
eries, which, it is needless to say, were not 
what they were supposed to be—though 
certainly giants. 
About the middle of the eleventh cen­ 
tury the scientific world of Europe was 
thrown into great excitement by the re­ 
port that the body of Pallas, the son of 
Evander, had been discovered under the 
tomb of Emperor Ilenrv III. The bones 
were of immense size, and the finders con­ 
jectured that if placed together the figure 
would stand as high as the walls of Rome. 
This story was received by the incredulous; 
but later the remains were shown to be 
those of a fossil elephant—a giant, indeed, 
but not a human one. 
In the fifteenth century numbers of fos­ 
sil elephants were discovered, which, with 
hardly an exception, were considered 
giants, and one excavated in Dauphine 
during the reign of Louis X III. caused 
more controversy’ than any subject, politi­ 
cal or scientific, of the time. All classes 
of scientific men were arrayed against each 
other, the two parties being divided as to 
whether the bones were those of an ele­ 
phant or the giant Teutoboclius. 
Later in 1577 the inhabitants of Lu­ 
cerne, Switzerland, announced to the world 
that a giant had been discovered in their 
precincts. The announcement was made 
by’ a distinguished man of science, Pro­ 
fessor Felix Plater, of Baele, who exam­ 
ined the remains by order of the Council, 
and reported as above; and forthwith the 
eminent professor was requested to make a 
design of the giant restored, which he did, 
giving the figure of a man about twenty 
feet in bight, and this the proud populace 
adopted to support the arms of their city. 
The design and some of the bones can still 
be seen in the College of Jesuits, at Lu­ 
cerne. But when Bluimenbach examined 
the bones he immediately pronounced them 
th se of an elephant, much to the mortifi­ 
cation of some, while others held out for 
the giant.—C. F. Holder in Ilride Awake. 
ELEPHANTS IN THE LUMBER BUSINESS. 
Lazy and clumsy-looking as the elephant 
appears in our menageries, where it is 
merely an object of curiosity’, in Asia it is 
as useful an animal as the horse, and is, 
indeed, employed in a greater variety oí' 
ways. 
There are few, if any, tasks which a 
horse can be trusted to perform without 
careful and constant guidance; whereas 
the elephant is frequently given as much 
independence of action as a man would 
have for the same work. This is notably 
the case in the lumber-yards of Rangoon 
and Maulmein, where the entire operation 
of moving and piliug the heavy timber is 
performed by male elephants without any 
special supervision by the keepers. 
The logs to be moved are teakwood, 
which is very’ heavy. They are cut into 
lengths of twenty feet, with a diameter or 
perhaps a square, of about a foot. An 
elephant will go to a log, kneel down, 
thrust his tusks under the middle of it, 
curl his truiA over it, test it to see that it 
is evenly balanced, and then rise with it 
and easily carry it to the pile which is 
being made. Placing the log carefully on 
the pile in its proper place, the sagacious 
animal will step back a few paces and 
measure with his eye to determine whether 
or not the log needs pushing one way or 
another. It will then make any neeessarv 
alteration of position. In this way, with­ 
out a word of command from its mahout, 
or driver, it will go on with its work. 
To do any special task, it must, of course, 
be directed by the mahout; but it is mar­ 
velous to see how readily this great crea­ 
ture comprehends its instructions, and how 
ingeniously’ it makes use of its strength. 
If a log to heavy to be carried is to be 
moved a short distance, the elephant will 
bend low, place his great head against the 
end of the log, and then with a great ex­ 
ertion of strength and weight throw his 
body’ forward and fairly push the log along; 
or, to move the log any’ great distance, lie 
will encircle it with a chain and drag his 
his load behind him. 
As a rule, however, the work of drag­ 
ging is done by the female elephants, since, 
having no tusks, they cannot carry logs as 
the male elephants do. A man could 
hardly display more judgment in tiie ad­ 
justment of the rope or chain around a 
log, nor could a man with his two hands 
tie and untit knots more skillfully than do 
they with their trunks.—John R. Coryell 
in St. Nicholas.

Hay Fever and Im agination. 
The nervous character of this fast-spread­ 
ing malady (and especially of some of its 
victims, who perhaps would escape if they 
did not know the time of year) was curi­ 
ously illustrated in the International Med­ 
ical Congress by Dr. J. Mackenzie, of 
Baltimore. He stated a case of a woman 
who had been under his care who had al­ 
ways had an attack of hay fever whenever 
opposed to the pollen of roses, and even 
the sight of it would canse a violent at­ 
tack. He caused a very perfect artificial 
rose to be made, and one morning when 
the patient came to the office, entirely free 
from hay fever, he placed the rose near by, 
and in less than a minute her nostrils were 


occluded, eyes reddened and suffused, and 
she was in "the midst of a bad attack. The 
air was pure and there was no dust on the 
flower. After having been informed of the 
trick fresh pollen put on the flower had no 
eflfect, and since then she can use roses 
without trouble. Sensitive areas are most 
common on the septum ; sympathetic and 
vase-motor nerves are those involved. 
Rose and hay fever and cough, autumnal 
fever and asthma are all the same nasal 
neurosis.—Report, from the JIalical Record.

NEW PUBLICATION’S . 
Etc Wac.ek a::d How to Earn Thkm. By "A 
Foreman.” Harper Brothers, New\o rt. Tire 
Bancroft Company, Ban Francisco. 
This is a small octavo volume, in which 
the author deals with important topics of 
current interest, as trade unionism, wages 
standards, iniquities of the rich, social­ 
ism, etc. The author holds that the in­ 
terests of labor and capital are identical, 
and that opposition between the two pre­ 
sents itself in the form of error and preju­ 
dice only. To the exposure of such error, 
as he sees it, the volume is devoted. W hile 
believing capital to have no sentiment nor 
feeling, labor unions he has -never agreed 
with, and “ultra labor-union men never 
read, are full of sentiment and prejudice.” 
To the labor unionists who are just now 
“dissatisfied with union tactics, finding 
them unprofitable and oppressive." The 
writer of the essay is a hard-working man, 
who will labor only for highest wages, and 
who does thoroughly “good work and 
never loafs.” He refuses to follow the dic­ 
tates of trade unions, because he does not 
propose to punish his family bv being idle 
at another's bidding. There is a good deal 
in the volume which is error, but more 
that is truth and very practically and forci­ 
bly put. There is nothing in the book 
more pointed than the review of the rail­ 
road question. W hile assailing railroad 
systems in many respects, and the inade­ 
quacy of the laws to the needs of trans­ 
portation, he enters a protest against such 
legislation as makes corporate rights inse­ 
cure, and in consequence increases the risk 
of ownership in the same and results in a 
legitimate claim to increased profits. “If a 
railroad company,” he weil says, “is un­ 
certain of the tenure of its rights, if these 
rights may at the pleasure of the Legisla­ 
ture be abridged or terminated, and the 
whole investment put in jeopardy, it is not 
inconsistent with equity that incorporated 
companies should endeavor to make profits 
sufficiently large to cover these risks, in­ 
cluding the creation ot a sinking fund 
which shall finally absorb the original in­ 
vestment.'’ 
The December “ Century ” opens with a 
frontispiece portrait of Lincoln from a 
photograph made about the time of his 
inauguration. 
Professor Charles 
W. 
Shields, of Princeton College, contributes 
an important and inteiesting paper, en­ 
titled “ The United Churches of the 
United States.” 
Mr. Kennan's second 
paper deals with the “ Prison Life of the 
Russian Revolutionists,” and answers the 
question, What is the specific nature of the 
wrongs which call forth, especially among 
the youth of liussia, such manifestations 
of fierce, passionate hatred for the Czar ? 
An illustrated paper on the Sea of Galilee 
is contributed by Edward L. Wilson. 
Brander Matthews contributes an interest­ 
ing study of journalism entitled “ Notes 
on Parisian Newspapers.” Mrs. M. G. van 
Jtensselaer writesjthis month, in her series 
on the English cathedrals, about Durham. 
The fiction of the number embraces the 
second part of “ The Graysons,” a novel of 
Western life by Edward Eggleston ; the 
second fourth of George W. Cable’s novel­ 
ette of the Teche country, “ Au Large,” 
and the first part of “ The Dusantes,” 
Frank K. Stockton's sequel to “ Mrs. 
Leeks and Mrs. Aleshine.” There is also a 
short story by J. G. Perkins, entitled 
“ After the W ar.” Mr. Irving’s “ Eaust ” 
is the subject of two papers, one by Mr. 
and Mrs. Pennell. The Tonic Sol-Fa sys­ 
tem of writing and teaching music is sim­ 
ilarly the subject of two short papers, one 
by Theodore F. Seward in advocacy of it 
and describing its remarkable growth in 
England, and another more critical, by II. 
E. Krehbiel, musical critic for the New 
Y ok Tribune. The “ Ttpics of the Time” 
are editorial articles on “ Municipal Patri­ 
otism,” on the proposed “ Constitution 
Day," and “ The Seventh Year of Our N a­ 
tional Disgrace ” (i. e. the official license 
of literary piracy). Brander Matthews con­ 
tributes ati“Open Letter' 'on“Cheap Books.” 
The number contains no battle paper but, 
as announced, a few pages ot “ Memo­ 
randa on the Civil War,” including a dem­ 
onstration of the Confederate strength in 
the Atlanta campaign by Major E. C. 
Dawes, of Cincinnati, a rejoinder to i-en- 
eral Robertson by Colonel Mosby, a short 
article by General Pobert Ransom on the 
service of his division at Fredericksburg, 
together with anecdotes. 
The “Overland Monthly” for December 
is evidently a holiday number, though no 
story or article deals’directlv with the holi­ 
day season. This appearance is given to 
it by the illustrations. The delightful bits 
of river scenery surpass the views of the 
Santa Clara valley that made the June 
Overland a marked number. This time it 
is Shasta county and the upper Sacramento 
river that have been presented, and the 
work is done in that conscientious and 
artistic style, both in the selection and exe­ 
cution of the pictures and in the descrip­ 
tive article by Ninetta Eames, that always 
distinguishes the Overland's work in illus­ 
trating the various sections of the State. 
The value ol such articles cannot be over­ 
estim ated There is also an illustrated 
article on San Diego county, by T. S. Van 
Dyke.
